It had taken fully half au hour to bring the 
bill to this stage, and on a viva voce vote 
Chairman McCreary declared the motion pre- 
vniled. Jones of Virginia demanced a divis- 
ion, and a count resulted in—yeas, 140; nays, 
S no quorun. It required 179 members to 
make a quorum, and this was well known to 
the little knot of malcontents. who were aid- 
ing and abetting Dockery of Missouri, Silver- 
Dollar Bland, and other opponents of Chi- 
cago. Then came the usual demand for a 
quorum, and after repeated roll-calls it was 
developed there were only 174 Representa- 
tives present. A report to this effect was 
Chairman McCreary to Speaker 
Crisp, wiſo had resumed the Chair, and from 
this time forth business was at au end, Roll- 
calls followed in monotonous succession for 
an hour anda half, until finally a motion to 
adjourn prevailed, and all the work for the 
day had been for naught. 

Trickery of the Rules Committee. 

Even in making up the rule for the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds to 
work under today there was a scheme to frus- 
trate the manifest wish of the majority of the 
House, for it was provided the committee 
should only have a calendar” and not a 
„legislative day. This meant that when a 
motion te adjourn was carried it ended the 
work of the committee to whom the day had 
been assigned by the Committee on Rules. 
So that the gentlemen who sweated and 
scurried around all day in search of votes for 
the public buildings in their respective cities 
had their labors for their pains and no tangi- 
bie result. 

To say that the Chicago and New York 
Congressmen are angry at the outcome is 
putting matters very mildly indeed. Their 
threats seemed to take shape, however, ina 
disposition to form an offensive alliance 
agaiost the transaction of any other business 
by the House unless another special order is 
brought in to ratify the action taken by the 
Committee of the Whole today on public 
building bills. Should this order be made it 
will redound to the benefit of Chicago, for the 
presence of a quorum will result in the 
passage of Gen. Black's proposition that the 
McGann bill be reported favorably to the 
House.

— It is believed by the officials of the 
legation that the na va movements during the 
typhoon season at least will be circumscribed. 
Already reports have reached here of high 
gales off the Chinese coast that have com- 
pelled all craft but the stanchest steamers to 
seek shelter in port. Naval officers say that 
when the dreaded typhoon sets in there is 
nothing to do but to run from it. 

A cUrious fact has been developed from re- 
searches in the records of the Naval Intelli- 
gence Bureau, throwing some light on Corean 
seamanship and tending to shake confidence 
in the belief that America originated the iron- 
clad warship. A special report made by a naval 
officer on Corean naval resources in 1883 
says: 

The old Corean navy consisted of junks armed 
with grapnels. punching pikes, and small fire- 
arms. At present there are no vessels equipped 
for war purposes at all. During the last war 
with the Japanese, in 1619, an iron turtle-back 
was used against the Japanese wooden junks. 
From the ports under the turtle-back grapnels 
were thrown onthe Japanese junks, which were 
then capsized or sunk, having holes punched in 
them. This ironclad is still in existence at Yong 
Yong. It is oue of the oldest if not the oldest 
ironclad in the worid. 

Berurs, Aug. 8.—Chancellor von Caprivi

JAPS ROUT THE CHINESE AT SEIKWAN. 


Five Hundred of the Celestials Lose Their 


Lives=Hastv Retreat. 

Yoxouama, Aug. 8.—The greatest excite. 
ment prevails here, at Tokio, and at other 
large towns as a result of the victories of the 
Japanese troops at Seikwan, the Japanese 
synonym for Chonhon, where the Chinese 
lost 500 killed and fled in the direction of 
Kospin, the Japanese synonym for Kong 
Chow. The Japanese are also in possession 
of Yashun. Rumors, however, are cur- 
rent here that the Japanese na- 
val forces have been defeated in 
an engagement with Chinese warshins. 
An imperial ordimance permits Chinese to re- 
side in Japan on condition that they engage 
in peaceful pursuits. 

Honexone, Aug. 8.—The Viceroy of 
Ewang Htung has enlisted 5,000 black flags 
with which to strengthen the garrisons of the 
Canton River forts. In addition the Viceroy 
has stationed four gunboatsat Tiger Island in 
the Canton River and has laid mines at Foo 
Chow and Tamsui. The Viceroy of Kwang 
Htung has closed the lighthouse on the south- 
ern coast.

WILL SEND NEWS TO CHICAGO JAPs. 


Consul-General Hashiguchi at New York 
Will Give Up What Cames to Him. 

New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Mr. Has- 
higuchi, Japanese Consul-General in New 
York, received a dispatch this afternoon from 
Chicago asking him to forward to the Japan- 
ese club in that city all information coming 
to him from the seat of war in the East. 
There are about sixty Japanese residents in 
Chicago, said Mr. Hashiguchi. ‘I shall 
take pleasure in keeping them supplied with 
such items of news as reach this. office, 
We have no Japanese club in this city, though 
there are Jepanese associations in New York 
and Brooklyn, There are about 300 Japanese 
in New York. Every one is intenseiy inter- 
ested in the events taking place at home. 
Some are merchants having large interests at

SHO NEMOTO TELLS OF WAR SITUATION, 


Japan Equipped and Ready to Give China 
a Lively Tussle. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 8.—[Special. ]— 
Washington did not receive today the slight- 
est intimation concerning the war situation in 
the Orient. If absence of news means any- 
thing, officiais say, nothing of moment has 
occurred since the battle of Yashan, an 
official confirmation of which was received at 
both the Chinese and Japanese legations. 

The only ripple that has disturbed the situa- 
tion was occasioned by the arrival this morn- 
ing of Sho Nemoto, Special Commissioner of 
Immigration of the Imperial Japanese Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Nemoto left Tokio July 17, 
reaching San Francisco the 31st. He is en 
route to the Isthmian countries and South 
Ameriza for the purpose of making an inves- 
tigation of their resources with a view to pro- 
mulgating treaties. 

It is not the purpose of Japan,” he said, 
to force its citizens on any country, It has 
now immigration treaties with the United 
States and European countries and desires to 
find out what resources are possessed by the 
countries of the American continent lying 
south of the equator.” 

Mr. Nemoto will make a thorough inspec- 
tion of the affairs of the nations which he in- 
tends visiting, and upon his return will make 
a report to his government, which will then 
decide whether dor not it would be to the in- 
terest of Japan to make an immigration con- 
vention. 

Ready for Rigorous War. 

„ Actual hostilities had not begun between 
China and Japan,” he said, when I left 
Tokio. The greatest excitement prevailed 
throughout my country, for it was seen 
that war was inevitable. Preparations 
were being made for it. Reserves were 
being called upon, ships prepared to uphold 
the national colors of Japan on the seas, and 
arrangements were being made to prosecute 
the war vigorously in case such an end to the 
complication between China and Japan should 
come. The trouble all arose in consequence 
of the action of China in sending a large 
body of troops to the Corean Kingdom with- 
out first notitymg Japan, as it should have 
done under the terms of our treaty with that 
country. 

„When the news of China's action was re- 
ceived in Japan steps were immediately 
taken to protect our interests in Corea, and 
10,000 soldiers were sent into the Hermit 
kingdom. What we desire above all else is 
that Corea shall be an independent kingdom. 
China's claim to a suzerainty over Corea has 
no foundation in fact. It is true Cerea has 
paid tribute to the Chinese empire in the past. 
but, if China has suzerainty over Corea, why 
is the latter country permitted to negotiate 
treaties with foreign nations and appoint 
diplomatic representatives? This would not 
be allowed if such suzerainty were a fact in- 
stead of a mere mythical shadow. China 
does not wish tosee progression in Corea, and 
is directing all its efforts to keeping Corea in 
the same condition as it has been for count- 
less years. We do not want to make Corea a 
dependency of Japan. AsI have already said, 
we desire it to bean independent kingdom 
and we will do all in our power to make it 
such. It is true we urged several government- 
al reforms in the Hermit Kingdom, but they 
were necessary for the protection of our in- 


terests. 
Liberals in the M jority. 


„While there are really three parties in 
Japan, the conservative, liberal, and progres- 
sive, the latter two are so nearly alike they 
are generally classed under the one head of 
the Liberals. This party igin the majority. 
The German army method is practiced in my 
country. Every male is liable tu military 
duty, and, in consequence of this system, 
Japan can put into the field, if necessary, 
1,000,000 well-driilled men. Japan has 
seventy warships, and can transform into 
cruisers or transports 150 merchant ships be- 
longing to subsidized lines, 


DRIVEN TO EAT HUMAN FLESH. 


Horrible Story of the Sufferings Under- 
gone by Shipwrecked Sailors. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 8.—[Special.|—The 
whaling bark James Allen of New Bedford, 
which sailed from San Francisco April 14 for 
the Arctic Ocean on a whaling cruise, ran 
on an unknown reef May 15 and sank 
immedistely. Five men were lost. Capt. 
Huntley and twenty-five men got in two boats 
and fifteen in another. The boat in which the 
fifteen men were got separated from the 
other boats and the men have 
not been heard from since. Capt. 
Huntley's two boats started for Unalaska, 
120 miles distant. Their provisions were 
low. His boat capsized May 20 and four 
were lost. The others landed at Unwak Island, 
living there by gathering. shellfish 
and catching cod with hooks of 
wire. Between May 21 and June 5 
six men died of exposure. June 5 the Captain, 
with five men, started for Unalaska, and 
reached there July 12. Then they went back 
to the barrer island for the others and found 
them in a hut, clustered about a pot 
that was boiling over a fire, The 
pot contained human flesh. The revolting 
details were related and corroborated by 
James Allen. The Bear brought the men 
back and they have returned to tell the hor- 
rible tale of their sufferjng. 


TRAINS MEET IN SPANISH OANON. 


Fireman Killed and Both Engineers and 
the Other Fireman Injured. 

Sal Lake Ciry, Utah, Aug. 8.—[Special.] 
—A wreck occurred this evening on the Rio 
Grande railroad in Spanish Fork Cafion. 
Fireman Arthur Pickering was instantly 
killed, Engineers Wilson Udnall and Dennis 
McGraw were seriously injured, and Fireman 
Burns slightly bruised. The engineers were 
trying to make way stations without waiting 
for orders. No cars were attached to the en. 
gines. The railroad officials hold the en- 
gineers responsible. Both engines were de- 
molished. Pickering resided here and was 
26 years of age. He leaves a wife and two 
children,

Charged Fees by Drivers. 

Among other sensational discoveries the 
committeemen found a systematic schenie is 
being worked by some of the garbage men 
whereby many people are sandbagged out of 
a considerable sum. The drivers of the 
city wagons are charged with collecting 
fees for their work. If the residents or busi- 
ness-men complain their garbage is allowed 
to accumulate until they are ready to make 
almost any terms for its removal. It is also 
claimed the private scavengers and the men 
employed by the city are in collusion and the 
profits derived from their little monopoly are 
divided between them. It's an easy scheme 
to work. The city employé simply neglects a 


Certain box or perhaps a whole alley until the 


stench arising from the overflowing boxes at- 
tracts the attention of the owners. Com- 
plaints are unheeded and the situation be- 
comes unbearable. About that time the 
private scavenger makes a call. He 
tells how the city employés neglect 
their work and recites a tale 
about how great an advantage it is to employ 
a private scavenger at a trifling cost and have 
the alley kept clean without trouble, If the 
bait is not taken the squeezing and teasing is 
kept up a while longer. The boxes are 
emptied at uncertain intervals by the city 
scavenger or neglected altogether. It gen- 
era.ly ends in a victory for the petty sandbag- 
gers. The private man gets the job, and 
the man who gets his pay from the city dis- 
appears from the scene altogether. There 
are whole rows of houses where the residents 
have forgotten that thecity employs scaven- 
gers. The men in business for themselves 
get all the business and exact a toll of from 
$2 to $6 a month for their services, Restau- 
rant keepers and other business-men are 
taxed most. Private families and individuals 
pay 10 or 15 ceuts a barrel or box. 

A tew individual cases will serve to show 
the true condition in that part of the city 
where an official recently reported the streets 
and alleys in perfect condition and garbage 
service perfectly satisfactory. 

Some Specific Cases, 

Yesterday there were boxes awaiting the at- 
tention of the scavenger in front of George 
H. Bliss’ residence, No. 4528 Lake avenue. 
The garbage man had not called for just ten 
days. 

J. M. Steele, No. 4525 Lake avenue, and 
Arthur Burrage Far well, No. 4523 Lake ave- 
nue, make similar complaints. 

In the rear of a grocery store, No, 5217 
Lake avenue, is a pile of garbage big enough 
to swamp a wagon. An emrloyé said tne 
city scavenger never came at all, but that 
Mr. Edwards, the proprietor, paid $2 a 
month to another man to take the refuse of 


the store away. 


In the rear of a restaurant, No. 110 Pifty-. 


third street, is another neglected pile of 
rotting fruit and garbage. Mrs. White says 
she pays $3 a mouth for her garbage service, 
but doesn’t know whether the man is a city 
em ployé or not. 

H. 6. Malzen, a grocer at No. 117 Pifty- 
third street, next door to the Hyde Park Po- 
lice Station, says he has not seen a city 
scavenger for five years, and is compelled to 
pay 10 sents a barrel to have nis garbage re- 
moved. The restaurant propriefor next door 
pays $6 a month for the same service, 

The residents of Purks’ flats at Pilty-fifth 
street and Jefferson avenue pay tribute to the 
city scavenger for his occasional services, 
Six barrels of garbage were awaiting atten- 
tion beside the curb on the Jeffer-on avenue 
front last night. Mr. Parks, the proprietor 
of the flat building, says he pays the city 
scavenger every time he comes in order to 
get the garbage removed. Lately his visits 
are few and far between, and Mr. Parks has 
tried to makea contract with him to insure 
better service. “The janitor was instructed to 
offer 50 cents a trip if the man would come 
regularly, but he refused, saying the offer was 
too small,

COAL OR IRON ORE TO BE FREE, 


Wasnixdrox. D. C., Aug. 8.—[ Special. 
The Democratic conferrees have —— — a 
ecmpromise. tariff bill—with a string to it, 
Whether it will pass the Senate or not is quite 
another story. The compromise embbaces 
the sugar schedule submitted by the trust last 
week, which provides fora duty of 40 per 
centad valorem on raw sugar, a duty of 40 
per cent on the value o raw sugar neces. 
sary to make refined sugar, plus a specific 


duty of one-fifth of a cent per pound on the re- 


fined article. The string is attached to coal 
and iron. It has been agreed that one of 
these shall be taxed and the other free. Where 
the protection wili fall is to be decided to- 
morrow. ‘The rest of the bill will be substan- 
tially that which passed the Senate. The com- 
promise, therefore, is a victory for the House 
on either coal or iron ore, and a victory for 
the Senate in every particular, including 
sugar, which has been the real point at issue. 
Behiad this apparent agreement of the con- 
ferrees there is a, deep-seated plot, organized 
by the “conservative” Senators, to beat the 
bill. They have persuaded the House con- 
ferrees to agree to the compromise outlined 
above in the hope and belief that the whole 
bill will then be strangled in the Senate. 
Today has been an exciting one about thé 
Capitol. The air was full of rumors to the 
effect that an agreement had been reached 
and Senators and Representatives discussed 
the situation eagerly, their point of view 
being influenced by the particular rumor cur- 
rent at tne time. When it was known the 
sugar schedule proposed by the trust had dc- 
tuully been accepted by the House conferrees 
ex-Speaker Reed remarked: The Demo. 
cratic party is honest—it stays bought.“ 


Alarmed About Sugar. 


Most of the members of the Lower House, 
while adchittmg that they would have to vote 
for the bill in whatever shape it might come 
before them, were alarmed at the sugar 
sition, involving, as it did, the necessity of 
explaining to their constituents this fall how 
a tariff reform bill raised the price of sugar. 
At the Senate wing of the Capitol interest 


was even more pronounced, for there was 


much more at stake. The Senators interested 
in coal and iron were particularly excited, for 
under the terms of the compromise one of these 
articles was to be free and the other protected. 
The chances seemed to be that coal wou.d re- 
main dutiable and iron ore piaced on the free 
list because there huppened to be six Senators 
interested in coal to two for iron ore. ; 

The Senate adjourned early and the Repub- 
licans disappeared as if they had been shot 
out of a gun, having agreed to meet together 
in Senator Hale’s com mittee-room to discuss 
the situation.

FREE WOOL GLADVENS HIS HEART. 


Blanchard 


The Argentine President Pleased at Dis- 
aster for the American Producer, 

Wasuuineoron, D. C., Aug. 8.—Dr. Zebalia, 
the Argentine Ministtr, has sent to the State 
Department a copy of a telegram he had re- 
ceived from the President of the Argentine 
Republic expressing his great satisfaction that 
both Houses of the American Congress had 
voted for free wool in the penaing tariff bill. 

The Secretary of State has received infor- 
mation from the American Consul at Callao, 
Peru, stating that the acting President of 
Peru had issued a decree in Which he recites 
the present tariff was predicated upon a value 
of 34 pence per silver saie, but now that it 
has fallen so far below that value equity to 
the government and to commerce requires 
that ine value of the silver sale be fixed at 30 
pence. This decree, the Consul says, was re- 
ceived with disfavor by the business com- 
munity, as it practically demonetizes the sil- 
ver curreney of the country and increases the 
customs duties about 15 per cent.

So 
far from making any such statement the experi- 
ience of the commission that the education fur- 
nished in the common schools of the country is 
amply sufficient for all positions in the civil serv- 
ice which do not require technical attainments. 
The commission does not kbow how this public 
announcement came to be made and must dis- 
claim all responsibility for it.“

REOOGNITION OF THE HaWAIIAN RE. 
PUBLIC DEOIDED ON. 


Gresham Makes a Special Visit to Me- 
Creary to Tell Him the Decision of the 
Administration—Neotable Victory for 
Mr. Boutelle<Durborow's Oandidate 
Knocked Out by Den Dickinson's Pet= 
MecGann’s Machinerg-Labor Investiga- 

tion Resolution Is Passed, 

Wasnincros, D. C., Aug. 8.— [Special. 
Secretary Gresham would not trust hie in- 
tormation to a bearer of dispatches, but went 
to the Capitol himself this afternoon to com- 
municate to Chairman McCreary of the 
House Foreign Affairs committee the fact 
that the United States Government had de- 
cided upon 4 formal recognition of the Re- 
public of Hawaii. This announcement will 
be made by the Kentuckian tomorrow, just 
as soon as an opportunity is afforded him, 
and its effect will be to sidetrack the Boutelle 
resolution, now pending before the For- 
eign Affairs committee of the House. Al- 
though it is given out that the action 
taken by Mr. Boutelle and some of the mem- 
bers of the Foreign Relations committee had 
no affect upon the administrtion in bringing 
about this recognition, the fact remains that 
it had been deemed advisable to concur with 


tion ef Minister Willis at Honolulu. That the 
President was booted into doing something 
by Mr. Boutelle will be readily recognized 
and appreciated by those who have been keep- 
ing tab on the course of events ih regard toa 
policy to be pursued by the United States to- 
ward the infant Republic of Hawaii. So well 
guarded was Secretary Greshum’s mission that 
Mr. Frank Hastings, the chargé d’affaires of 
the Hawaiian legation, knew nothing about 
the matter when questioned this evening. His 
knowledge of what was going on was derived 
from the reporter of Tue Tux, who saw 
Secretary Gresham at the Capitol hobnob- 
bing with Chairman McCreary. This intelli- 
gence will not be welcomed by the members 
of the Royalist Commission no in this city 
to secure terms for the deposed Queen of 
Hawaii, and thus far their efforts at official 
recognition have been fruitless. They main- 
tain a discreet silence, however, as to the pur- 
pose of their visit to the United States at this 
time, and this action today by the administra- 
tion will not tend to make them favorab y 
disposed toward President Cleveland and his 
advisers.

Measures concerning the allotments of 
lands among the Omaha and Winnebago lu- 
dians are pending in the courts and in Con- 
gress and are being watched by the officials of 
tne department with considerable interest. 
The reserve in question contains about 
300,000 acres and is — forty miles west 
of the Missouri river. It is varied in nature, 
parts being rich agricultural lands and parts 
of it undesirable desert land. In 1870, when 
the Winnebagoes were transferred trom Wis- 
cotisin to Nebraska, a ten-mile strip was sold 
them from the north end of the reserve. Tho 
Winnebagoes and the Omahas lived close 
together and were placed under one agent. 
The lands became valuable when the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha railroad 
was built through the reserve. Finally the 
lana was divided and allotments in severalty 
made with the exception of a part set aside 
as tribal land.“ The lands were incorpo- 
raten in Burt and Dakota Counties for judi- 
cial, elective. and revenue purposes. The 
Indians did not settle on this allotment, and 
in 1890, a Mr. Farley, who had married into 
the Omahas, secured a lease of about 25,000 
acres at a nominal rental. The price 
agreed on is claimed by the lessors 
to have been 25 cents per acre per annum, 
and by the lessees 25 cents per acre for five 
years. This is one cause of the trouble. 
Another cause is that the lease is signed by 
but five chiefs, while the council which had 
8 to lease consists of twelve chief. 
tains. Then the lessees further claimed tha 
they understood the lease was to be renew 
annually till such time as the allotments 
severalty should have been sr — ay 
lessors hold the contrary, he whites dhd 
Indians in Thurston County, Neb., which, in 
part, is formed by these lands, want them re- 
lieved from this lease that they may be avail- 
able to settlement.

MAKES A MOVE AGAINST LOBBYISTS. 


Allen Offers a Bill to Suppress a 
Remunerative Profession. 

Wasnuinaton, D. C., Aug. 8.—In the Sen- 
ate today among the bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) to prevent profes- 
sional lobbying,’’ which was referred to the 
Committee on Labor. The bill defines a lob- 
byist as a person who habitually eadeavors to 
secure legislation in Congress by influencing 
members of Congress, and it imposes a pen- 
alty of not less than $1,000 nor more than 
$5,000 and imprisonment in the jail of 
the District of Columbia for not less than one 
year nor more than five years for conviction 
of lobbying in the District of Columbia or iu 
Washington.

KILL A POLISH MINER. 


DEPUTY SHERIFFS AT LA SALLE 


HAVE A DESPERATE FIGHT. 


While Two of the Officers Are Badly 
Wounded the Son of the Man Wanted 
Charges Them and Is Shot Downa—Men 
and Women Armed with Sabers and 
Knives Defy the Deputies, Who Fire 
with Fatal ResulteAnarchists Cry for 
Vengeance=Row in Omaha, 

La Sul. III., Aug. 8.—[Special,]—One 
man was killed here today and two others in- 
jured as the outcome of an attempt to arrest 
the father of the man killed, who is a Polish 
miner, an Anarchist, and a dangerous desper- 
ado.

22, shot in groin; died shortly after.

Joseph Schurman, whom four Deputy 
Sheriffs, Thomas Hanley, Mike Brennan, A. 
A. Colley, and Tom Brennan went to arrest, 
was wanted for participating ina riot at the 
Union Shaft some eight weeks ago, in which 
Thomas Hetherington and P. Brogan nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives, being mer- 
cilessly pounded by a mob of Poles and Ital- 
jans led by Schurman for refusing to come 
out on the strike. The grad jury indicted 
Schurman with four others, but he had on 
three different occasions escaped ar- 
rest, At 4 o’clock this morning 
the Deputies visited his home 
and surrounded the house, Schurman at 
once knew their intention and, arousing the 
household, his son, wife, and daughter-in-law, 
they collected their weapons, two large and 
well sharpened sabers, two daggers, and a 
carving knife, and awaited the officers, Dep- 
uty Colley was the first to enter and à fight 
followed at once. A cry for neip brought 
Deputies Brennan and Hanley, who entered 
the door just as Anton Schurman was rushing 
toward them with a saber drawn and held in 
a position to strike down on them. Three 
shots rang out in an instant 
and Anton Schurman fell mortally wounded, 
one of the bullets entering his right side, pass- 
ing through the right kidney, and lodging in 
the abdomen. While this tragedy was being 
enacted Deputy Colley had forced Joseph 
Schurman intoa bedroom and while there 
his wife rushed madly toward him and with 
one lunge cutadeep, ugly, and dangerous 
wound in his right side, cuttmg through the 
tissues and probably severing the in 
tines. Deputy Hanley ran to his res- 
cue and was met at the door by 
the woman, who aimed a blow at his heart. 
but the knife hit his watch and passed off, 
cutting his clothes for a space of four inches. 
The wounded deputy soon had taken the 
weapon from the woman and put her under 
arrest, but-the loss of blood so weakened Dep- 
uty Colley that he had to release his prisoner, 
Joseph Schurman, and he escaped and is yet 
at large. 

They Cry for Veugesance. 

The killing of Schurman has revived that 
spirit of hatred and vengeance amoug the An- 
archistic element that prevaiied so strongly 
two months ago, and it is sure serious trouble 


will result. Great excitement prevails tonight 


among the miners, and Sheriff Taylor and his 
deputies are carefully watching the situation 
with an aim to suppress any riotous actions 
among the rabble element and to disperse 
any and all gatherings. Militia guards have 
been placed at the Union and La Salle shafts 
to protect them from being destroyed, and a 
strong guard is stationed in the 
vicinity: ot the Harrison House, where the 
Deputy Sheriff, A. A. Colley, lies dangerously 
wounded. Large crowds of aagry Poles and 
Italians attended the inquest at the city build- 
ing and expressed themselves in loud pro- 
tests against the manner in which their fel- 
low workman had been slain. The Peru Home 
Guards have been doing active service all day 
dispersing crowds and maintaining order, and 
the La Salle Home Guards are assembled in 
their barracks, awaiting a call for duty, Fully 
a hundred of the riotous leaders of the 
strike have been black isted by the coal 
operators and refused work in all 
the shafts. These men are declaring venge- 
ance and are working up a feud among the 
foreig= element that will surely explode at the 
funeral of Auton Schurman, if not before. 
They declare the killing was a merciless mur- 
der, accomplished for vengeance for the trouble 
they have caused the authorities, and that they 
must seek satisfaction. 

A committee of the ringleaders of the black- 


listed miners will go to Spring Valley, Ladd, . 


and Seatonville tomorrow to explain how 
the killing was done and invite all 
of the miners to come to La Salle 
to attend the funeral, but also for 
the purpose of seeking justice for the miner’s 
sucrifice. Active preparations are being rig- 
orously pursued for the biggest and most os- 
tentatious funeral that any miner has ever 
had in this district. 


Operators Fear Trouble. 


The coal operators fear this gathering of a 
vicious element in La Salle means the forcing 
of their miners out again, and as all the mines 
here are now working every effort will be 
made to protect them and the men working in 
them from any intimidation from Spring Val- 
ley or any other body of men. Sheriff Tay- 
lor will recall the deputies sent home 
to Ottawa yesterday, and with the 
Ottawa militia the La Salle and Peru home 
guards, in all numbering 500 men, well armed 
and properly drilled and equipped, will pre- 
vent the Spring Valley, Ladd, and Seatonville 
miners from coming to La Salle to attend and 
funeral. The time for the funeral has not as 
yet been set, but will probably be Friday 
morning at 10 o'clock. Coroner Blanchard 
of Marseilles came here today to conduct the 
inquest and was assisted by Assistant Coroner 
Cassidy of La Salle. The inquest was held in 
the La Salle City Building, to which 
the jury adjourned after taking the evi. 
dence of Mrs. Anton Schurman, who is 
lying ill at her home, where the shooting took 
place, and also of Deputy Sheriff A. A. Colley 
at the Harrison House, who is also lying in a 
precarious condition, 
wounds sustained at the fight early this morn. 
ing. After hearing the evidence of Mrs. 
Joseph Schurman, mother of the dead man, 
and of Deputy Sheriff Michael Brannan, the 
jury adjourned until tomorrow afternoon at 
3 o' clock. 


RIOTS IN FULL SWING AT OMAHA, 


Men Are Assaulted and Some of Them May 
Die—May Burn Freight Cars. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 8.—[Speciat.]—Riots 
were in full vogue at South Omaha tonight 
between the strikers and the men who have 
taken their plaves. When the men, who quit 
work at 5 o'clock, passed out of the works, 
the majority organized themselves in squads 
for mutual protection. With one hand it 
their pockets, holding a revolver ready for 
action, they passed up the street and past 
crowds of strikers, but were allowed to 
pass without being molested. Later, how- 
when a few single men left the 
works they were assaulted and m many in- 
stances seriously injured, While twa of e 
men were passing up N street a crowd of 
2,000 men followed them closely, contin- 
ually shout „ gcabs. At the corner of 
Twenty-seventh street they overtook the men 
and as many as could struck the men who 
had filled strikers’ places. They fell seriously 
hurt, but not fatally, before the police ar- 
rived. Another lone packing house work- 
man passed up N street later and was knocked 
down and badly hurt by the strikers. He was 
Burrounded by lice and escorted to a 
street car, which brougut him to 
Omaha. Five men were attacked by the 
strikers but, turning about, they « the 
mob off with revolvers and backed to the street 
car. Henry Folander, who was going after 
his father, was aseaulted and his front teeth 
knocked out, besides being otherwise injured. 
Twenty strikers assauitea four Union Pacitic 
car men, thinking they were workingmen, and 
seriousiy injured them before the mistake was 
discovered. The police were notified that an 
attempt would be made to burn stock-gards 
— cars and are patrolling the yards to- 
nig

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


PLAN TO LIMIT HEIGHT OF LUMBER 
PILES 70 TWENTY FEET. 


Underwriters to Join tn Asking the Passage 
of a City Ordinance te That Effect— 
Watch Service in Wards Greatly In- 
creased=Right of a State to Regulate 
Insurance Upheld by the Supremo 
CourteGeneral News of the Business 
from All Parts of the World. 

Fire underwriters have decided to unite iu 
an effort to correct certain abuses in the lum- 
ber district which, while probably not the 
cause of the recent fires; resalted in the flames 
spreading beyond the point of origin and get- 
ting jor a time beyond the control of the Fire 
Department. it has been a subject for dis- 
cussion among insurance men eince the day 
of the fire, and many remedies have been sug- 
gested. The one which has most of all met 
with the approval of insurence men and the 
insured is one limiting by city ordinance the 
height of a pile of lumber in the district. 

Within the next week it is expected an ordi- 
nance will be prep@red and submitted to 
Chief Swenie of the Fire Department for his

approval. Informally he has agreed to ap- 
prove of a law which will limit the height of 
lumber piles, and as soon as an ordinance can 
be properly drawn up and he has expressed a 
belief that it should be passed an Alderman 


will be found to champion its passage. Twen- 


ty feet is expected to be the limit allowed by 
the bill on ‘the theory that larger and higher 
piles will be just so much harder to fight. The 
underwriters will also ask :that lumbermen 
be given the privilege of using water 
direct from the city mains with which to 
wet down the piles of lumber during the par- 
ticularly dry periods each summer, when the 
danger from fire is considered greatest. 

The work of wetting down lumber piles with 
a hose has come into general practice since 
the fire. Two or three times each day is con- 
sidered often enough to keep the lumber 
piles inside the risk requirements: In addi- 
tion to this, the owners of yards are adding 
materially to their force of watchmen. The 
tirst to take action of this kind are Wilce 
& Co., who doubled their force, 

The Executive committee will meet tomor- 
row totake up the question of. rates for the 
lum ber district. The claim that there are 
buildings within the hundred foot limit, which 
means an increase of 1 per cent over present 
rates, will be thoroughly looked into, and if 
the situation warrauts the action the addi- 
tional charge will be made soon after.

STATE AUTHORITY UPHELD BY COURTS. 


Supreme Authority of the Laws of the 
Land Pass on Interesting Topica. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has recently settled the question of the right 
of e State to exercise authority over the 
Lloyds. Briefly stated, the case is as follows: 
The Guarantee Accident Lloyds was refused a 
license by the Ohio Insurance Commissioner 
to transact an insurance business in his State 
because it proposed to do an insurance busi- 
ness on the stock plan.“ with but a sub- 
scribed capital, instead ofa paid up one 
in cash, and claiming it was but 
a mere association of individuals, and 
that as. such they were not to 
be bound by the insurance laws that were 
made for incorporated companies only, and 
therefore they were to be exempt from State 
taxes on ir business and to be free from 
the supervision of the State Insurance De- 
partment. Upon the refusal of the Ohio 
Commissioner to grant a license, a legal test 
of the matter was had, resulting in the Ohio Su- 
preme Court giving a decision in favor of the 
State Insurance Department, upon which the 
Guarantee Lioyds took an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court, with the fur- 
ther result that the highest legal authority in 
the land confirmed the ruling of the Ohio Su- 
preme Court and has forever settled the ques- 
tion that the Lloyds and individual under- 
writers, or any other plan or device for carry- 
ing on the insurance business, are subject to 
the insurance laws and regulations of a State 
just the same as are the incorporated compa- 
nies.

MOLONEY LIKELY TO BRING S8suUIT. 


Affairs of the Bloomington Association 
Will Be Aired in Court, 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—The 


attention of Auditor Gore was called today to, 
the dispatch published this morning stating “ 


that Attorney-General Moloney had refused 
toinstitute suit against the Illinois Building 
and Loan Association of Bloomington. The 
Auditor replied by exhibiting a letter re.

Mr. Gore said also that, 
leaving the quarterly dues out of the ac- 
count, the company would not return 
to its shareholders the money it had 
received from them and it was not sol- 
vent. He said the officers of the company 
knew this. The Auditor has deterinined to 
prepare a detailed statement of the actual 
condition of all the national building and loan 
associations doing business in the State and 
will publish it as soon as it is completed. 


MORE EMIGRANTS THAN IMMIGRANTS 


Steerage 


Significant Figures for July’s 
Business at New York, 
New York, Aug. 8.—Some time ago atten- 
tion was called to the significant fact that the 
outward flow of steerage travel was considera- 
bly greater than the inward, the prevailing 
hard times here and the low steamship rates 
having the effect of drawing from this coun- 
try alarge proportion of the idle element. 
The following figures will show that this con- 
dition of affairs still continues, and that. 
if anything, the proportion of out- 
ward-bound steerage passengers, compared 
with the inward-bound, has been great- 
er the last month than ever before. Stafistics 
of eastward travel are given from July 4 
to Aug. 2, and are for steerage passengers 
only. The total of emigration from this port 
during July alone was 19,963, while the 
number incoming, fully 50 per cent of which 
cannot be regarded as true’ immigrants, is 
11,549 for the corresponding time. Thus the 
number of emigrants was 8,419 greater in 
July than the immigrants. Of the immi- 
grants brought to this port in July 1,928 
came from Germany, 2,011 from Russia, 
1,727 from. Italy. 1,081 from Ireland, 922 
from England, 157. from Scotiand, 760 from 
Sweden, 308 from Denmark, 420 from Nor- 
way, 790 from Austria, 423 from Hungary, 
176 from France, 105° from Portugal, 135 
from Finland, and the remainder in small 
numbers from other countries,

Mayor Hopkins Announces He Will Veto 
Every Measure in the Interest of the 
Trust- James A. W. Pine, the Lowest 
Bidder, Denies He Is a Trust Rep- 
resentative and Threatens to Take Ac- 
tion for Damages Against Those Who 
Start the Report. 


Mayor Hopkins said yesterday regarding 
the bids for pavmg La Salle avenue with as- 
phalt: The Bermudez company will go the 
road that all the rest have and the trust will 
absorb its competitor.

I have 
vetoed every measure introduced in the Coun- 
cilin the interest of the trust, and I shall 
keep my eye on it in this matter.” 

The contract for this improvement of La 
Salle avenue will not be awarded until the re- 
turn of Mayor Hopkins from the East. Jemes 
A. W. Pine of New York, the lowest bidder, 
fruitlessty urged the Commissioner of Public 
Worky yesterday to give a final answer as to 
the award at once, Mr. Pine expressed indig- 
nation at the attacks alleged by him to de 
made by the asphalt trust, and he threatens a 
suit for libel if he finds the companies re- 
sponsible. Mr. Pine said: “I am not in a 
trust or other combine of any sort. If the 
contract is awarded to me I expect to begin 
work at once. I have fought the Whole asphalt 
crowd and have done more to bring down the 
prices for this work than any one man, This 
work can be done for the price named in my 
bid—$1 61—and a little money can be made. 
A word about this next lowest bidder, the 
firm that is raising all the contention, styling 
itself the Bermudez Asphait*Paving company. 
It proposes to bring into Chicago a material 

ractically untried. Its material is absolute- 
y controlled by a monopoly, the office of 
which is in New York. Nothing whatever is 
known about the material by practical tests 
and it is impossible to obtain any informa- 
as to the flrin's financial standing. 1 intend 
looking up the standing of the local company 
upon my return to the city and if it is worth 
anything I shall file suit for libel. 

If l understand the English language a 
straw bidder is one who putsin a fraudulent 
bid, or whoin collusion with city officials or 
some other bidder puts in a bid with the ex 
pectation of standing aside in case the person 
whom he represents has a bid next above his 
own. If thatis thecorrect definition then I 
have been done a great injustice by 
being termed a straw bidder. came 
to Chicago representing only myself 
and applied for ali of the papers, advertise- 
ments, and forms of contract bearing upon 
this proposed piece of paving. I read them 
all carefully and found myself in a position 
to put in a low bid. As required, I deposit- 
ed a certified check for 51.000 witn the 
Commissioner of Public Works at the time 
1 put in my bid.

FREE WOOL GLADVENS HIS HEART. 


The Argentine President Pleased at Dis- 
aster for the American Producer, 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Aug. 8.—Dr. Zebalia, 
the Argentine Ministtr, has sent to the State 
Department a copy of a telegram he had re- 
ceived from the President of the Argentine 
Republic expressing his great satisfaction that 
both Houses of the American Congress had 
voted for free wool in the pending tariff bill. 

The Secretary of State has received infor- 
mation from the American Consul at Callao, 
Peru, statme that the acting President of 
Peru Rad issued a decree in which he recites 
the present tariff was predicated upon a value 
of 34 pence per silver saie, but now that it 
has ‘allen so far below that value equity to 
the government and to commerce requires 
that tne value of the silver sale be fixed at 30 
pence. This decree, the Consul says, was re- 
ceived with disfavor by the business com- 
munity, as it practically demonetizes the sil- 
ver curreney of the country and increases the 
customs duties about 15 per cent.

Measures concerning the allotments of 
lands among the Omaha and Winnebago In- 
dians are pending in the courts and in Con- 
gress and are being watched by the officials of 
the department with considerable interest. 
The reserve in question contains about 
300,000 acres and is about forty miles west 
of the Missouri river. It is varied in nature, 
parts being rich agricultural lands and parts 
of it undesirable desert land. In 1870, when 
the Winnebagoes were transferred {rom Wis- 
cotisin to Nebraska, a ten-mile strip was sold 
them from the north end of the reserve. The 
Winnebagoes and the Omahas lived close 
together and were placed under one agent. 
The lands became valuable when the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha railroad 
was built through the reserve. Finally the 
lana was divided and allotments in severalty 
made with the exception of a part set aside 
as tribal land.’’ The lands were incorpo- 
raten in Burt and Dakota Counties for judi- 
cial, elective. and revenue purposes. 
Indians did not settle on this allotment, and 
in 1890, a Mr: Farley, who had married into 
the Omahas, secured a lease of about 25,000 
acres at a nominal rental. The price 
agreed on is claimed by the lessors 
to have been 25 cents per acre per annum, 
and by the lessees 25 cents per acre for five 
years. This is one cause of the trouble. 
Another cause is that the lease is signed by 
but five chiefs, while the council which had 
8 to lease consists of twelve chief. 
tains. Then the lessees further claimed that 
‘they understood the lease was to be renewed 
annually till such time as the allotments in 
severaity should have been r e of. The 
lessors hold the contrary. The whites and 
Indians in Thurston County, Neb., which, in 
part, is formed by these lands, want them re. 
ieved from this lease that they may be avail. 
able to settlement. Petitions have repeatedly 
been sent to Washington in reference to this 
matter, but the Segre en say no satisfaction 
is given them. lessees have some follow. 
ing, and just now the fight between the wouid. 
be settlers and the lease faction is very bitter,

MAKES A MOVE AGAINST LOBBYISTS. 


Senator Allen Offers a Bill to Suppress a 
Remunerative Profession. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 8.—In the Sen- 
ate today among the bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) to prevent profes- 
sional lobbying,“ which was referred to the 
Committee on Labor. The bill defines a lob- 
byist as a person who habitually eadeavors to 
secure legislation in Congress by influencing 
members of Congress, and it imposesa pen- 
alty of not less than $1,000 nor more than 
$5,000 and imprisonment in the jail of 
the District of Columbia for not less than one 
year nor more than five years for conviction 
of lobbying in the District of Columbia or iu 
Washington. 

A motion by Senator George to take up the 
bankruptcy bill resulted in a vote of 27 to 14, 
no quorum, and Mr, George withdrew the bill 
for the present. 

The following bills were passed: Granting 
to the Northern Mississippi River railway 
company right of way through certain Indian 
reservations in Minnesota, and to authorize 

purchasers of the property and franchises 
of the Choctaw Coal and railway company -to 
organize a corporation.

HAVE A DESPERATE FIGHT. 


While Two of the Officers Are Badly 
Wounded the Son of the Man Wanted 
Charges Them and Is Shot Dowa—Men 
and Women Armed, with Sabers and 
Knives Defy the Deputies, Who Fire 
with Fatal ResulteAnarchists Cry for 
Vengeance~KRow tn Omaha. 

La Sulz. III., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—One 
man was killed here today and two others in- 
jured as the outcome of an attempt to arrest 
the father of the man killed, who is a Polish 
miner, an Anarchist, dnd a dangerous desper- 
ado.

Joseph Schurman, whom four Deputy 
Sheriffs, Thomas Harley, Mike Brennan, A. 
A. Colley, and Tom Brennan went to arrest, 
was wanted for participating in a riot at the 
Union Shaft some eight weeks ago, in which 
Thomas Hetherington and P. Brogan nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives, being mer- 
cilessly pounded by a mob of Poles and Ital- 
ians led by Schurman for refusing to come 
out on the strike. The grand jury indicted 
Schurman with four others, but he had on 
three different occasions escaped ar- 
rest. At 4 £o’clock this morning 
the Deputies visited his home 
and surrounded the house. 
once knew their intention and, arousing the 


household, his son, wife, and daughter-in-law, | 


they collected their weapons, two large and 
well sharpened sabers, two daggers, and a 
carving knife, and awaited the officers, Dep- 
uty Colley was the first to enter and a fight 
followed at once. A cry for neip brought 
Deputies Brennan and Hanley, who entered 
the door just as Anton Schurman was rushing 
toward them with a saber drawn and held in 
a position to strike down onthem. Three 
shots rang out in an instant 
and Anton Schurman fell mortally wounded, 
one of the bullets entering his right side, pass- 
ing through the right kidney, and lodging in 
theabdomen. While this tragedy was being 
enacted Deputy Colley had forced Joseph 
Schurman intoa bedroom and while there 
his wife rushed madly toward him and with 
one lunge cutadeep, ugly, and dangerous 
wound in his right side, cuttmg through the 
tissues and probably severing the intes- 
tines. Deputy Hanley ran to his res- 
cue and was met at the door by 
the woman, who aimed a blow at his heart. 
but the knife hit his watch and passed off, 
cutting his clothes for a space of. four inches. 
The wounded deputy soon had taken the 
weapon from the woman und put her under 
arrest, but-the loss of blood so weakened Dep- 
uty Colley that he had to release his prisoner, 
Joseph Schurman, and he escaped and is yet 
at large. | 
They Cry for Veugeance. 

The killing of Schurman has revived that 
spirit of hatred and vengeance among the An- 
archistic element that prevaiied so strongly 
two months ago, and it is sure serious trouble 
will result. Great excitement prevails tonight 
among the miners, and Sheriff Taylor and his 
deputies are carefully watching the situation 
with au aim to suppress any riotous actions 
among the rabble element and to disperse 
any and all gatherings. Militia guards have 
been placed at the Union and La Salle shafts 
to protect them from being destroyed, and a 
strong guard is stationed in the 
vicinity ot the Harrison House, where the 
Deputy Sheriff, A. A. Colley, lies dangerously 
wounded. Darge crowds of aagry Poles and 
Italians attended the inquest at the city build- 
ing and expressed theinselves in loud pro- 
tests against the manner in which their fel- 
low workman had been slain. The Peru Home 
Guards have been doing active service all day 
dispersing crowds and maintaining order, and 
the La Salle Home Guards are assembled in 
their barracks, awaiting a call for duty. Fully 
a hundred of the riotous leaders of the 
strike have been black isted by the coal 
operators and refused work in all 
the shafts. These men are declaring venge- 
ance and are working up a feud among the 
foreign: element that will surely explode at the 
funeral of Auton Schurman, if not before. 
They declare the killing was a merciless mur- 
der, accomplished for vengeance for the trouble 
they have caused the authorities, and that they 
must seek satisfaction. 

A committee of the ringleaders of the black- 
listed miners will go to Spring Valley, Ladd, 
and Seatonville tomorrow to explain how 
the killing was done invite all 
of the miners to come to La Salle 
to attend, the funeral. but also for 
the purpose of seeking justice for the miner's 
sacrifice, Active preparations are being rig- 
erously pursued for the biggest and most os. 
tentatious funeral that any miner has ever 
had in this district. 


Operators Fear Trouble. 


The coal operators fear this gathering of a 
vicious element in La Salle means the forcing 
of their miners out again, and as all the mines 
here are now working every effort will be 
made to protect them and the men working in 
them from any intimidation from Spring Val- 
ley or any other body of men. Sheriff Tay- 
lor will recall the deputies sent home 
to Ottawa yesterday, and with the 
Ottawa militia the La Salle and Peru home 
guards, in all numbering 500 men, well armed 
and properly drilled and equipped, will pre- 
vent the Spring Valley, Ladd, and Seatonville 
miners from coming to La Salle to attend and 
funeral. The time for the funeral. has not as 
yet been set, but will probably be Friday 
morning at 10 e’clock. Coroner Blanchard 
of Marseilles came here today to conduct the 
inquest and was assisted by Assistant Coroner 
Cassidy of La Salle. The inquest was held in 
the La Salle City Building, to which 
the jury adjourned after taking the evi. 
dence of Mrs. Anton Schurman, who is 
lying iil at her home, where the shooting took 
place, and also of Deputy Sheriff A. A. Colley 
at the Harrison House, who is also lying in a 
precarious condition, 9 from the 
wounds sustained at the fight early this morn- 
ing. After hearing the eridenco of Mrs. 
Joseph Schurman, mother of the dead man, 
and of Deputy Sheriff Michael Brannan, the 
jury adjourned until tomorrow afternoon at 
3 o'clock: 


RIOTS IN FULL SWING AT OMAHA, 


Men Are Assaulted and Some of Them May 
ä Die- May Burn Freight Cars. 
Omana, Neb., Aug. 8.— [Special. I— Riots 
were in full vogue at South Omaha tonight 
between the strikers and the men who have 
taken their places. When the men, who quit 
work at 5 o’clock, passed out of. the works, 
the majority organized themselves in squads 
for mutual protection. With one hand it 
their pockets, holding a revolver ready for 
action, they passed up the street and past 
crowds of strikers, but were allowed to 
pass without being molested. Later, how- 
ever, when a few single men left the 
works ‘they were — and m many in- 
stances seriously injured, While twa of these 
en were passing up N street a crowd of 
2,000 men foliowed them closely, contin- 
ually shout “scabs.”” At the corner of 
Twenty-seventh street they overtook the men 
and as many as could struck the men who 
had filled strikers’ places. They fell seriously 
hurt, but not fatally, before the police ar- 
rived, Another lone packing house work 
man passed up N street later and was knocked 
down and badly hurt by the strikers. He was 
burrounded by police and escorted to a 
street car, which brought him to 
Omaha. Five men were attacked by the 
strikers but, turning about, they 6 the 
mob off with revolvers and backed to the street 
car. Henry Folander, who was after 
his father, was assaulted and his ut teeth 
knocked out, besides being otherwise injured. 
Twenty strikers assauitea four Union ific 
car men, thinking they were work en, and 
seriously injured them before the mistake was 
discovered.

JUDGE RIOKS TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


Mr. Bailey’s Resolution Formally Adopted 
by the House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 8.—Mr. Bailey

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


PLAN TO LIMIT HEIGHT OF LUMBER 
PILES TO TWENTY FEET. 
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Underwriters to Join tn Asking the Passage 
of a City Ordinance to That Effect=— 
Watch Service in Yards Greatly In- 
creased=—Right of a State to Regulate 
Insurance Upheld by the Supremo 
Court-General News of the Business 
from All Parts of the World. 


Fire underwriters have decided to unite in 
an effort to correct certain abuses in the lum- 
ber district which, while probably not the 
cause of the recent fires, resalted in the flames 
spreading beyond the point of origin and get- 
ting jor a time beyond the control of the Fire 
Department. it has been a subject for dis- 
cussion among insurance men since the day 
of the fire, and many remedies have been sug- 
gested. The one which has most of all met 
with the approval of insurence men and the 
insured is one limiting by city ordinance the 
height of a pile of lumber in the district. 

Within the next week it is expected an ordi- 
nance will be prep@red and submitted to 
Chief Swenie of the Fire Department for his

approval. Informally he has agreed to ap- 
prove of a law which will limit the height of 
lumber piles, and as svon as an ordinance can 
be properly drawn up and he has ex pressed a 
belief that it should be passed an Alderman 
will be found to champion its passage. Twen- 
ty feet is expected to be the limit allowed by 
the bill on the theory that larger and higher 
piles will be just so much harder to fight. The 
underwriters will also ask that lumbermen 
be given the privilege of using water 
direct from the city mains with which to 
wet down the piles of lumber during the par- 
ticularly dry periods each summer, when the 
danger from fire is considered greatest. 

The work of wetting down lumber piles with 
a hose has come into general practice since 
the fire. Two or three times each day is con- 
sidered often enough to keep the lumber 
piles inside the risk requirements. In addi- 
tion to this, the owners of yards are adding 
materially to their force of watchmen. The 
tirst to take action of this kind are Wilce 
& Co., who doubled their force. 

The Executive committee will meet tomor- 
row to take up the question of rates for the 
iumber district. The claim that there are 
buildings within the hundred foot limit,which 
means an increase of 1 per cent over present 
rates, will be thoroughly looked into, and if 
the situation warrauts the action the addi- 
tional charge will be made soon after. 

The following letter, with an accompanying 
check for $500, was sent Chief Swenie yes- 
terday by the Edward Hines Lumber com- 
pany:

STATE AUTHORITY UPHELD BY COURTS. 


Supreme Authority of the Laws of the 
Land Pass on Interesting Topics, 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has recently settled the question of the right 
of e State to exercise authority over the 
Lloyds. Briefly stated, the case is as follows: 
The Guarantee Accident Lloyds was refused a 
license by the Ohio Insurance Commissioner 
to transact an insurance business in his State 
because it proposed to do an insurance busi- 
ness on the stock plan.“ with but a sub. 
scribed capital, instead ofa paid up one 
in cash, and claiming it vas dut 
a mere association of individuals, and 
that as such they were not to 
be bound by the insurance laws that were 
made for incorporated companies only, and 
therefore they were to be exempt from State 
taxes on ir business and to be free from 
the supervision of the State Insurance De- 
partinent. Upon the refusal of the Ohio 
Commissioner to grant a license, a legal test 
ofthe matter was had. resulting in the Ohio Su- 
preme Court giving a decision in favor of the 
State Insurance Department, upon which the 
Guarantee Lioyds took an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court, with the fur- 
ther result that the highest legal authority in 
the land confirmed the ruling of the Ohio Su- 
preme Court and has forever settled the ques- 
tion that the Lloyds and individual under. 
writers, or any other plan or device for carry- 
ing on the insurance business, are subject to 
the insurance laws and regulations of a State 
just the same as are the incorporated compa- 


nies.

MOLONEY LIKELY TO BRING SUIT. 


Affairs of the Bloomington Association 
Will Be Aired in Court, 

SprINGFIELD, III., Aug. 8.—[Special. }—The 
attention of Auditor Gore was called today to 
the dispatch published this morning stating 
that Attorney-General Moloney had refused 
toinstitute suit against the Illinois Building 
and Loan Association of Bloomington. The 
Auditor replied by exhibiting a letter re- 
ceived from Moloney at Chicago in which the 
Attorney-General did not state that suit would 
not be instituted. He did say that the 25 
per cent quarterly assessment which has 
been in dispute was legal and requested 
the Auditor to furnish him as soon as possible 
with a more detailed statement of the irregu- 
larities. Auditor Gore stated that it was 
mandatory upon the Attorney-General to in- 
stitute proceedings to wind up the affairs of a 
building and loan association when formally 
requested to do so by the Auditor, ana that he 
certainly expected suit to be brought by the 
Attorney-General. Mr. Gore said also that, 
leaving the quarterly dues out of the ac- 
count, the company would not return 
to its shareholders the money it had 
received from them and it was not sol- 
vent. He said the officers of the company 
knew this. The Auditor has determined to 
prepare a detailed statement of the actual 
condition of all the national building and loan 
associations doing business in the State and 
will publish it as soon as it is completed. 


MORE EMIGRANTS THAN IMMIGRANTS 


Significant Figures for July’s Steerage 
Business at New York, 

New York, Aug. 8.—Some time ago atten- 
tion was called to the significant fact that the 
outward flow of steerage travel was considera- 
bly greater than the inward, the prevailing 
hard times here and the low steamship rates 
having the effect of drawing from this coun- 
try alarge proportion of the idle element, 
The following figures will show that this con- 
dition of affairs still continues, and that. 
if anything, the proportion of out- 
ward-bound steerage passengers, compared 
with the inward-bound, has been great- 
er the last month than ever before. Stafistics 
of eastward travel are given from July 4 
to Aug. 2, and are for steerage passengers 
only.. The total of emigration from this port 
during July alone was 19,968, while the 
number incoming, fully 50 per cent of which 
cannot be regarded as true’ immigrants, is 
11,549 for the corresponding time. Thus the 
number of emigrants ‘was 8,419 greater in 
July than the immigrants. Of the immi- 
grants brought to this port in July 1,928 
came from Germany, 2,011 from Russia. 
1,727 from Italy, 1,031 from Ireland, 922 
from England, 157 from Scotiand, 760 from 
Sweden, 308 from Denmark, 420 from Nor- 
way, 790 from Austria, 423 from Hungary, 
176 from France, 105° from Portugal, 135 
from Finland, and the remainder in small 
numbers from other countries,

AT WAR IN ASPHALT. 


RIVAL OOMPANIES SAY HARSH 
THINGS ABOUT EAOH OTHER. 


Mayor Hopkins Announces He Will Veto 
Every Measure in the Interest of the 
Trust James A. W. Pine, the Lowest 
Bidder, Denies He Is a Trust Rep- 
resentative and Threatens to Take Ac- 
tion for Damages Against Those Who 
Start the Report. 


Mayor Hopkins said yesterday regarding 
the bide for paving La Salle avenue with as- 
phalt: The Bermudez company will go the 
road that all the rest have and the trust will 
absorb its competitor. Ido not know that I 
ever heard of James A. W. Pine, the lowest 
bidder, but I do hear that it is claimed he is 
a straw bidder and a tool of the trust. I have 
vetoed every measure introduced in the Coun- 
eil in the interest of the trust, and I shall 
keep my eye on it in this matter. 7 

The contract for this improvement of La 
Salle avenue will not be awarded until the re- 
turn of Mayor Hopkins from the East. James 
A. W. Pine of New York, the lowest bidder, 
fruitlessiy urged the Commissioner of Public 
Works yesterday to give a final answer as to 

award at once. r. Pine expressed indig- 
nation at the attacks alleged by him to be 
made by the asphalt trust, and he threatens a 
suit for libel if he finds the companies re- 
sponsible. Mr. Pine said: 1 am not in a 
trust or other combine of any sort. If the 
contract is.awarded to me I expect to begin 
work at once. I have fought the whole asphalt 
crowd and have done more to bring down the 
prices for this work than any one man, This 
work can be done for.the price named in my 
bid—$1 61—and a little money can be made. 


A word about this next lowest bidder, the 


firm that is raising all the contention, styling 
itself the Bermudez Asphalt Pavmg company. 
It proposes to bring into Chicago a material 
practically untried, Its material is absolute- 
ly controiled by a monopoly, the office of 
which is in New York. Nothing whatever is 
known about the material by practical tests 
and it is impossible to obtain any informa- 
as to the firmn’s financial standing. 1 intend 
looking up the standing of the local company 
upon my return to the city and if it is worth 
anything I shall file suit for libel. 

If l understand the English language a 
straw bidder is one who putsin a fraudulent 
bid, or whoin collusion with city officials or 
some other bidder puts in a bid with the ex 
pectation of standing aside in case the person 
whom he represents has a bid next above his 
own. If that is the correct definition then I 
have been done a great injustice by 
being termed a straw bidder. came 
to Chicago representing only myself 
and applied for all of the papers, advertise- 
ments, and forms of contract bearing upon 
this proposed piece of paving. I read them 
all carefully and found myself in a position 
to putinalow bid. As required, I deposit- 
ed a certified check for $1.000 with the 
Commissioner of Public Works at the time 
1 put in my bid, The object of that provis- 
ion is to prevent straw bids, and if mine 
comes under that category Iam willing to 
forfeit the money that I bave deposited in 
good faith. 

am told that Mayor Hopkins proposes 
to investigate the bids carefully, and I only 
hope that he will do ‘ My did 
represents the Trinidad asphalt, which 
has been tested for twenty years. 
The point bas been made against me that I 
have no plant here in Chicago. That is true, 
but if I am awarded the contract I propose to 
have one.

BEARS HAVE THEIR TIME TO SMILE. 


Corn Drops as Suddenly as It Went Up 
and Causes Excitement in Gotham. 

New York, Aug. 8.—There was a panic of 
another sort in the corn ring on the Produce 
Exchange today. This time the bears wore 
the smile and the bulls were getting out 
of long holdings in a dazed sort of a 
way, watching the market slip away from 
them by M and cent. Country’ specu- 
lators especially felt the effects of the 
break, as they have been big bulls on corn 
and made lots of money out of the late ad- 
vance. Today, however, the local traders 
who have not believed in the phenomenal 
1 in the market and ha ve steadily sold corn 
tl along, getting badly iy in the opera- 
tion, too, piled in resh offerings 
in large blocks, until September corn, whic 
opened at 64 cents, broke to 5914 cents. All 
this happened within a half-hour amid a great 
uproar of excited traders. ‘The big break in 
corn was directly the- result of too much stuff 
4 ope the market and in the inapility of 
the bulls to support it any longer. 


Crop Bulletin for North Dakota. 

Bismarck, N. D., Aug. 8.—The official crop 
bulletin for the week ending Aug. 6 says: An- 
other week of dry weather has not helped crops 
any, although it has facilitated the harvesting of 
small grain, which has been in progress all over 
the State. In the country west of the Missouri 
River wheat is said to be about all cut and much 
of it stacked, and thrashing will begin this week. 
Hot weather has prematurely ripened grain, 
causing a shrinking of the berry. That seems to 
be general in ali parts of the State. Taken as a 
whole, there will not be more thansone-half the 
average crop of small grain on account of the 
damage done by the drought. Corn and potatoes 
are as a rule doing well. 


Hot Day and No Relief in Sight. 

The summer resort weather of Chicago took a 
day off yesterday. The day started in warm and 
ig ended still warmer. At5 o'clock the tempera- 
ture reached 95°, the highest point for the day. 

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning the thermome- 
ter registerei 75° and continued its upward 
course throughout the day until it reached the 
point named. The air then cooled off rapidly 
and at 8 o’ciock 75° was the figure. The weath- 
er man could not give any encouragement in re- 
gardto the drought. Around the lakes there 
were slight showers, but they were of no lasting 
benefit. Illinois, lowa, Wisconsion, and inne- 
sota still remain dry, and there is no immediate 
outlook for rain. 


MURDER OF A SON BY MISTAKE. 


An Extraordinary Story That Reaches En- 
gland from Galicia. 

Vienna letter in the London News: An ex- 
traordinary story is reported from Tarnopol, 
in Galicia. A peasant named Adam Gawrydo, 
whose property is in a small village near 
Zbaraz, in Galicia, cut his own son’s throat 
witha kitchen knife by mistake. Some weeks 
ago aJewish merchant, Solomon Barb, bought 
old Gawrydo’s stock of honey, and paid 50 
florins in advance, to make the bargain valid. 
When the time for delivering the honey came 
the peasant declared that he could not keep 
his word, and was prepared to pay any dam- 
ages to the merchant that the rabbi might de- 
cide. 

Yesterday they both went to the rabbi, who 
said the peasant must pay the merchant ten 
florins damages. This he did most willingly, 
and both went away together. On the way 
home they stopped at a wayside innand did 
not leave it till night. It began to rain and 
the peasant asked the merchant to pass the 
night in his house. The merchant accepted 
and they went home together. The peasant 
prepared a bed of straw in the barn, and 
when the merchant had laid down went to his 
own room, after carefully locking the barn 
door. This frightened the merchant so much 
that he got up, felt his way about until he 
found a second door. which was bolted from 
the inside, left the barn, and started to 
walk back to the inn. Inthe meantime the 
son of thé peasant returned home half drunk, 
and, finding the barn door open, walked in 
and dropped on the bed of straw prepared for 
the stranger. He was soon fast asleep, The 
merchant on his way to the inn met a gend- 
arme, who asked him where he was going 80 
late. Barb told him all that had happened 
and the gendarme, thinking he had a danger- 
ous man before him who was lying to avoid 
suspicion, asked him to go with him to the 
peasant’s house. There they found Gawrydo 
in the act of washing his hands, which were 
stained with blood. When he saw them he 
exclaimed. ‘Surely I killed you an instant 
ago! The gendarme searched the house, 
and in the barn found the son of the peasant

LORIMER IS THE MAN. 


HE 18 NOMINaTED FOR CONGRESS IN 
THE SEOOND DISTRIOT. 


After an Exciting Contest He Wins Over 
Charles K. Piper on the Twelfth For- 
mal Ballot by the Close Vote of 41 to 
39—Charies 8. Deneen Swings Darling- 
ton’s Forces Into Line for the Success- 
ful Candidate—Dariington Named for 
the Board of Equalization.

One informal ballot followed by twelve 
formal ballots, one after the other in close 
succession, carried the interest of the dele- 
gates composing the Second Congressional 
District. Republican convention, which was 
held ygsterday, to the highest tension. Whea 
the Secretary called for the vote of the Thir- 
tieth Ward Charles S. Deneen filed 19 votes 
into line for William Lorimer, and these par- 
ticular 19 votes gave Mr. Lorimer 41 votes, 
the requisite number to nominrte. A 
whirl of excitement followed, and the 
young political general that had wielded 
the master stroke was almost as much of a 
hero as the man who had carried off the nom- 
ination. ‘When the excitement had subsided, 
which was not until a desperate eftort had 
been made to discover a chance to yet change 
the result by polling the vote of the ward, the 
Secretary announced forty-two votes for Lor- 
imer and thirty-nine for Chas E. Piper, the 
opposing candidate. 

The convention was held at No. 148 Madi- 
son street, Republican headquarters. It was 
the most interesting convention that has been 
held in Cook County for a long time, and re- 
markable in thatso hot a fight should be 
made for a nomination in a district that gave 
Cleveland 7,190 votes more than it did Har- 
rison. Both candidates are young, vigorous, 
and ambitious and each is a tower of strength 
in his respective bailiwick, Mr. Lorimer 
hails from the Tenth Ward and Mr. Piper is 
President of the Town Board of Cicero. Wil- 
son Darlington of the Thirtieth Ward, another 
candidate whose name was before the conven- 
tion, remained in the contest until the élev- 
enth ballot, but at no time was he really in 
the fight. Frank D. Thomason, another Thir- 
tieth Ward man, dropped out after the formal 
ballot. The convention was called for 10 
o’clock, and long before that hour there was a 
crowd of delegates and friends of the candi- 
dates about headquarters. Dr. T. N. Jamieson, 
C. S. Deneen, Ald. Mann, and half a dozen 
other men prominent in the party were on 
hand in the interest of Lorimer: Such able 
men as E. S. Conway. George Struckman, E. 
A. Cummings. David E. Shanahan, R. H. 
Muir, and others were watching Mr. Piper's 
fnterests. 

Eugene Reilly, Chairman of the Congres- 
sional committee, called the convention to 
order and Daniel D. Healy read the call. E. 


A. Cummings of Ridgeland was made Tem-. 


porary Chairman on the motion of James 
Monahan. Leroy West of the Thirtieth Ward, 
William Taylor of the Tenth, and 
George H. Anderson of Berwyn were 
elected Secretaries. A Committee on 
Credentials composed of James Monahan, J. 
J. McCarthy, C. S. Deneen, William Rusk 
representing the wards, and Robert H. Muir,

William Lorimer, the Congressional nominee 
of the convention, is of Scotch Presbyterian ante- 
cedents and was born in 1861. His father was 
quite active in church affairs in the old country 
and after he settled in America. The family 
moved to this country in 1866 and settled in 
Michigan. After making several moves and 
living in Detroit a year Mr. Lorimer senior 


moved his family to Chicago in 1870. They set- 


tled on the South Side and William attended 
the Jones School on week days and Addi- 
son Ballard's Sunday-school on the Lord's 
day. In 1879 he went to the Seventh Ward 
to live and obtained work with the Armour Pack- 
ing company. He had charge of weighing cer- 
tain classes of goods. His next employment was 
with the West Division Street railroad company. 
For five years he rode on a West Division car as 
a conductor and collected fares. It was while 
engaged in this capacity he obtained his knowl- 
edge of human nature that has since been so val- 
uable to him, and it was from this employment 
he stepped into politics. During Mayor Roche's 
administration Mr. Lorimer was Superintend- 
ent of the Water Main Division for fifteen 
months, and for «a; smilar period under 
the Washburne admizistration he was Superin- 
tendent of the water office. The latter position 
came to him unsolicited and he accepted it re- 
luctantly.

He said yesterday 
that he had voted for but one Democrat in his 
life and that was his business partner. He is 
married and has four children.

vention will be empowered to serve in the 
new one, 

The most important development of the 
day was the official withdrawal of the Hon. C. 
C. Strawn of Pontiac from the contest for the 
Congressional nomination. When asked if he 
would be a candidate before the new conven- 
tion he said: I will not be, and Lam glad of 
this opportunity to make this authoritative 
announcement of the fact. I said after the 
completion of the work of the convention that 
nominated Capt. Fullerton that I was glad 
that I was out of the contest, and I am still of 
that feeling.“ Mr. Strawn would express no 
opinion as to the situation in the dis- 
trict as a result of Capt. Fullerton’s 
death, but continuing said: ‘* Notwith- 
standing the contest over Fullerton’s 
candiducy in La Salle County his nomination 
was a strong one, and I think he would have 
grown into a popular candidate on all 
sides. It often happens that men who have 
the most opposition in the caucus and the 
convention are the strongest at the polls.

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A TARIFF AGREEMENT AT LAST. 

After more than a month of weary, dis- 
graceful, and profitless struggle in conference 
committee, which has disgusted the country 
and made the Democratic party ridiculous, 
an agreement has been reached at last and a 
Democratic tariff, the first for thirty-four 
years, will be iu forcesoon. It is probable that 
an agreement was hastened by the firm action 
of the House caucus, and by the conviction 
of the Senate Democrats that the sentiment 
of their party was overwhelmingly against 
them. 

President Cleveland made his fight on free 


coal and free iron ore. He was willing to 


wink at the iniquities of the sugar schedule if 
he could get those two items. The House 
eared little for those things, but would have 
liked to see sugar on the free list, the re- 
fined as well as the raw. 

The main issue now is between free coal 
and free iron. It has been practically de- 
vided by the conference committee that one 
of those items shall be free; and it is to be 
decided today which shall be yielded to the 
President; but it is indicated that coal will be 
given protection from the fact that a greater 
number of Senators dre interested in coal 
than in iron ore. 

As far as sugar is concerned the trust comes 
out ahead. There-is a duty of 40 per cent ad 
valorem on the raw article and a differential 
of a fifth of a cent on the refineds This isa 
little less favorable to the trust than the 
original Senate schedule. But Havemeyer’s 
great gain will be on the hundreds of millions 
of pounds of raw sugar which he has been en- 
abled to import while his Senators were mak- 
ing such a persistent fight for him. Have- 
meyer should reward them richly fer their 
services, for they will put something like 
twenty millions of dollars in his pocket. 
The bill might just as well have been passed 
a month ago, but had that been. done, while 
the government would have collected the 40 
per cent ad valorem on an immense quantity of 
raw sugar, Havemeyer would have lost the 
amount of money that the duty would have 
produced. In order to take it from the gov- 
ernment and give it to him the Senate Demo- 
erats pretended to be so solicitous over coal 
and iron ore during the last thirty days. 

The conferrees will probably make their re- 
port today, and it is not likely that any time 
will be wasted in discussion, certainly not in 
the House, whose members are so eager to 
The sooner the matter is disposed 
of now the better. The country has had 
enough of Democratic tariff legislation. It 
has seen the incapacity of that party to deal 
with such questions, and will not give them 
another opportunity for a quarter of a cent- 
ury. f 

As between Mr. Clevelang and the Senate 
the former may be said to have carried his 
point. Mr. Gorman may talk of ifasa com- 
promise, but if Canada reciprocates on coal, 
which no one deubts, the President will get 
all he demanded and Gorman will get noth- 
ing. Tun Tarun told Mr. Cleveland that if 
he stood firm his party would stand by him 
and he would carry his point.

* COMMERCE OF THE BELLIGEREN TS. 
The commercial relations of the United 

States with China and Japan have in them 

very little of the reciprocity element, unless 


as the payment of money in exchange for 
goods may be called a reciprocal arrange- 


ment. The merchants of the United States 
buy from those countries large quantities: of 
tea and silk and send them little in the shape 
of goods. Both China and Japan buy textiles 


AHrom Europe more cheaply than they can get 


them from us, and both* recently have im- 
ported machinery to be used in manufactur- 
ing cotton at home, Japan has taken the. 
lead in this, and has sent considerable quan- 
tities of its cotton goods to China in competi- 
tion not only with American but with Euro- 
pean goods, and even with those produced in 
China. 

For the fiscal year ending with June, 1893, 
our imperts from China amounted to 520, 
636.525 and the exports to $3,900,457. 
Nearly the whole of the exports consisted of 
cotton cloth and mineral oil, the $1,638,657 
of cotton goods being but about 30 per cent 
of the $5,334,860 of cotton exported by us 
to China in the fiscal year ending in 1891. 
The following were the largest items in our 
imports from China for the year ending in 


i ee eee ie 512,382 
Our exports to Japan for the same year 
amounted only to $3,195,404, this including 
$1,724,972 worth of mineral oil, $232,662 
of tobacco, and $193,945 in flour. Our im- 
ports from Japan in that time were valued at 
$27,454,230, of which raw silk constituted 
nearly 15 millions, tea 5% millions, and silks 
Zu millions. Other prominent imports were 
pottery, rice and rice meal, and camphor. 
Stated in Haikwan taels, then worth a little 
more than a dollar, the Chinese commerce of 
1892 amounted to 135,101,198 of imports, 
and 102,583,528 of exports. Of the total of 
exportand import trade 110,518,350 was 
with the Brisish colony of Hongkong, 30, 
346,400 with Great Britain, 15,264,000 
with British India, 11,756,000 with Japay, 
7,594,000 with Russia, 22,295,000 with ali 
the rest of Europe (mostly Germany), and 
16,846,555 with the United States. Stated 
to the nearest million taels the Chinese ex- 
ports of 1892 included 53 of cotton goods, 
27 of opium, 7 of metals, 5 of kerosene. and 
5 of woolen goods. The corresponding ex- 
ports were 38 of silk and silk goods, 26 of 
tea, 2 of sugar, and 2 of straw braid. In the 
next year the importations of textiles from 
Europe and America showed a great decrease 
with an augmentation of the imports from 


Japan, while the exports of tea increased | 


more than 26 million pounds. 

Stated in yen,“ each of which approxi- 
mately is equal toa dollar, the exports of Japan 
for the year ending in 1892 were 90.404. 
785, including 39,763,378 to North Amer. 
ica, 18,093,694 to France, 6,358,860 to 
China, and 3,921,753 to Great Britain. The 
corresponding imports were 71,276,943, in- 
cluding 20,789,332 from Great Britain, 12. 
509,410 from China, 6,018,808 from North 
America, and 3,046,340 from Corea. Stated 
in millions of yen the principal exports were 
40 of raw silk, S of silk goods, 7 ½% of tea, 
455 of coal, 4 of rice, and 2½ of coffee. Tho 


principal imports were 9} of sugar, 7 of c. 


ton yarn, 6 of beverages and provisions, 534 
of wool and woolens, 5 of metals, 4 ½ of cot- 
ton goods, 3 of kerosene. 3 of machinery, and 
4 of drugs, paints, and dyes. 


A WASTEFUL AND DILATORY DRAINAGE 
* PROJECT. 

Four of the contractors on the drainage 
canal southwest of Summit are asking for in- 
creased prices because they have struck unex- 
pectedly a bed of hard clay or material which 
is difficult to handle, and which will cost 
them much more to excavate than would. the 
clay or gravel they expected to find. They 
have declared that they cannot and will not 
carry out their contracts if they are not given 
large extra pay for this conglomerate stuff. 

Mr. Cooley proposed a week ago that if the 
contractors carried out their threat then the 
board should proceed to complete the work 
on the four sections by day labor and the pur- 
chase of material and plant in the open mar- 
ket. The authority for this is found in a pro 
vision in the contracts which stipulates that 
if the contractor fails to live up to his agree- 
ments the board may either relet the work or 


do it by day labor and charge the expense to 


the contractor. 

It may be said, therefore, thatif the work 
of a defaulting contractor should be done by 
day labor the expense would fall on him on 
paper and not on the Drainage Board or the 
taxpayers. It would be a great mistake to 
assume anything of the kind. The increased 
cost of the day’s labor system would be so 
enormous that no contractor would dream of 
footing a tenth of the bill. He would get his 
property out of his hands forthwith, and the 
taxpayers would pay the money wasted—if 
they were able. If the excavating on a sec- 
tion were done by the slow, shiftless, soldier- 
ing day's work system the extra expense 
would run up into millions of dollars per sec- 
tion. The men would all get full pay aad 
would not be required to do any honest work. 
It would become corrupt politics. It would 
take thrice as long to complete that section as 
it would one where an efficient contractor was 
attending to the job, and would cost three or 
four times as much, . 

On various occasions it has been sug- 
tested that it would be better for the trustees 
to buy their own machinery, hire their own 
men, and save the contractors’ profit. Had 
that been attempted the cost of cutting the 
drainage channel would have been increased 
so enormously that it would become neces- 
sary for the taxpayers, groaning under an in- 
tolerable burden, to ask the Legislature to 
repeal the law and put a stop to the fright- 
fully wasteful work. 

To take such a public work out of the 
hands of contractors and attempt to do it by 
day's work inevitably is to throw the ob into 


politics, as well as to add enormotsly to the 


cost. The drainage canal is going to cost 
more than enough at the best. It will be a severe 
tax on the resources of the taxpayers even 
when constructed reasonably economically. 
The adoption of as prodigal and shiftless a 
plan as that of day’s work even on afew sec- 
tions might result in an abandonment of the 
undertaking. The board had some experi- 
eyce with the day’s work system last fall and 
found that it cost just about three times as 
much to remove a given number of cubic 
yards of earth as is paid to a contractor for 
the same amount of work. It cost 85 cents a 
yard instead of 28 cents. Knowing what it 
does the board should not think for a moment 
of abandoning the contract system in whole 
or in part. 
NO GOLD RECEIVED FOR CUSTOMS. 

„We favor bimnetallism and the use of both 
gold and silver as the standard money of the 
country is a standing phrase with the fel- 
lows who advocate free silver coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 and falsely call themselves 
„ bimetallists. If tney were really in favor 
of bimetallism they would view with alarm ”’ 
the great preponderance of silver in the 
actual circulation and try to think out some 
means of increasing the amount of gold that 
passes current in the hands of the people. If 
they were honest they would at least ad- 
mit that nearly all the actual currency is sil- 
ver or silver paper and by their own test 
would concede that this is standard money, 
since their ** standard”’ test for money is that 
it shall be receivable for Ull dues to the gov- 
ernment. 

At the present time no gold atall is being 
received in payment of customs dues at the 
port of New York. The receipts consist of 
about 68 per cent silver certificates. 12 per 
cent of the Treasury notes issued for silver 
purchased under the Sherman act of four 
years ago, and 20 per cent greenbacks. Four- 
fifths of the money thus received is silver 
paper and the remainder would be redeem- 
able only in silter if the now sinall stock of 
Treasury reserve gold were exhausted without 
being replenished. Practically the govern- 
ment is taking in no gold with which to meet 
the demands for redemption of greenbacks, 
the amount of which is seven times the gold 
reserve in the Treasury. and four dollars out 
ot every flve it is taking in are dollars 
that were paid out against silver received by 
the Treasury as bullion or emitted from the 
mints as coin. 

So the alleged bimetallists surely have no 
cause for complaint that silver is not used as 
extensively as it ought to be. In fact that is 
not their grievance, though it is one they put 
to the front as a cover to their real motive for 
demanding free coinage.’ The thing that 
troubles them is not that silver is discrimi- 
nated against, but that the discrimination is 
in favor of it, so much so that every dollar of 
coin silver is doing twice the work which its 
intrinsic value as bullion would entitle it to 
perform. What they want is that every one 
of the silver dollars and ail the paper that has 
been issued to the people, who took it in full 
confidence that it would be redeemed in gold, 
shall have a buying power equal to but half 
that of the present dollar unit of currency 
value. Their desire is to reduce by one- 
half the effective power of all the 
money in circulation, and then to be allowed 
to pay their debts with the same number of 
„dollars“ they would have had to pay had 
there been no such reduction. In other words, 
their demand is made and kept up simply and 
solely for the reason that they believe the 
granting of it would enable them to swindle 
their creditors out of half what is due those 
creditors. They do not give a thought to the 
enormous injustice that must be perpetrated 
by having all other creditors swindled in the 
same way, that among those creditors are two 
millions of working men and women who have 
something like two billions of money on de- 
posit in the savings banks, other workers by 
the tens of thousands who have taken gut 
policies of insurance, a million of soldiers 
and their widows and heirs who are in receipt 
of pensions, and numerous widows and or- 
phans who receive small annuities from in- 
vestments in bonds and mortgages. 

Nor do these intentionui swindiers who ask 
the workingmen for their votes take the 
trouble to tell the toilers that the great bulk 
of the money indebtedness, half of which it 
is proposed to repudiate, is owed by the 
wealthy classes. Yet this isso. The railroaa 
properties are borrowed on to nearly their 
full value, and a favorite argument with the 
repudiators is the story that this is true of the 
buildings and lands of the country, with much 
of the personal property. If this were true 
then the change they ask for would make the 
rich richer and the poor poorer with a venge- 


ance, and to the partial extent to which the 
allegation is true the working classes would 
be robbed relatively us well us actually, to 
say nothing of the terrible derangement of 
the labor market which would result from re- 
ducing by 50 per cent the money capital of 
country, that which enables employers to 
men to work and pay them their wages. 
If the workingmen should be such fools as to 
vote for this second infliction upon them- 
ves, after having suffered so severely the 
effects of voting for men who stood on a free 
trade platform, they would deserve all the 
miseries resulting from it. And those miseries 
would be heavy indeed, for, in the language 
of the latest Democratic national platform, 
the farmers and laboring classes would be 
the first and most defenseless victims of un- 
stable money and a fluctuating currency.” 


THE SITUATION IN CORN. 

The Chicago market for corn was wildly ex- 
cited yesterday; but the fever heat seemed to 
have passed its culminus long before the busi- 
ness session of the Board of Trade was over, 
An early dash of buying carried the price for 
next month 1½ cents above tho highest notch 
of Thesday, but a great many of the farmers 
who had bought at low figures were wise 
enough to be content to take a good profit 
when they had the chance, and they sold so 
freely that the market broke more than 8 
cents, then partially recovered. The later 
strength seemed to be in large part due to 
further purchases for farmers in Illinois and 
Indiana, who already were on the long side of 
the deal. Whether they will be gainera or 
losers by their continued faith may be sup- 
posed to depend in large part on the weather 
of the near future. 

The atmosphere was as dry as a bone 
yesterday over all those areas which most are 
menaced by failure of the corncrop. There 
was an area of low barometer out West, but it 
did not seem to have much moisture in its 
composition or surrounding it, and the 
weather prophets did not dare to predict rain 
where it is badly wanted. They seemed dis- 
posed to fall back on the old saw that “ all 
signs (of rain) fail in a dry time.“ Mean- 
while those who had leisure amid the bustle to 
talk on the subject occupied themselves in 
speculating as to the amount of good a rain- 
fall would do to corn now. It was admitted 
that a great deal of the corn is gone past all 
reasonable hope of redemption, and that while 
some areas are far enough behindin the 
process of growth to permit of great 
benefit, much of the corn could not be 
matured into merchantability, and that the 
farmer would have to fall back on it for feed. 
ing. This would greatly help out the distress 
that otherwige must be felt because of the 
poverty of the grass crop, which also has 
failed for want of rain, but it would not over- 
whelmingly increase the quantity of material 
that will be at any time in the next corn year 
available for delivery on contracts. 

The balance of well informed opinion 
seemed yesterday to cluster around an esti- 
mate of not much to exceed 1,600 million 
bushels for the coming crop, unless there 
should be a radical change in conditions, 
and that very speedily. This would be 
only two-thirds of the quantity talked of up 
to less than a month ago as the most proba- 
ble, and barely enough to supply domestic 
wants for consumption, even with liberal 
drafts upon stocks of low grade wheat for the 
feeding of live stock. When with this was 
considered the fact that there appears to be 
none too much old corn in hand to tide over till 
the new is ready for use, the situation was 
regarded as favoring confidence in high prices 
for the future, though a great many of the 
more veteran observers professed tolook for a 
sharp reaction from the excitement of this 
week, one that will catse to vanish a good 
many piles of cash that have been gained by 
speculating for the advance. 


TION. 

The Tammany Democrats of this city are 
taking a lively interest in the !’opulist-Labor 
convention for this county, which is to be held 
nine days hence. bout all the City Hall, 
County, and GoverAment Building Democratic 
em ployés have been ordered to become Popu- 
lists for two weeks in order to control the ac- 
tion of the convention. Some of the City Hall 
employés, neglecting utterly their official du- 
ties, are hard at work organizing labor 
clubs ’’ which will choose them as delegates 
to the Labor convention. Other employés 
are worming their way into Labor or Populist 
organizations for the purpose of influencmg 
the selection of delegates. 

The Mayor and his associates do not expect 
to dictate all the nominations. They know 
that if they were to try to do that there would 
be an immediate row, and the real Populists 
and Laborites would bolt and make up an- 
other ticket. But it is hoped by Hopkins that 
the convention, which will meet on the 18th, 
can be induced to ratify the Democratic 
nominees for County Judge and County Clerk. 
The political importance of these two offices 
is so great, for they control the election ma- 
chinery of city and county, that the Tammany 
Democrats feel they must have them. With- 
out the help of Scales, Hopkins does not see 
how he can be reélected next spring. The 
other Democratic candidates must shift for 
themselves, but these two must be saved. 

Hopkins thinks that the strikers ought to 
do something for him. What he asks of them 
is that they do not bolt Scales and Sullivan. 
And in order to make sure that they do not 
he has sent out his men to stuff the Populist- 
Labor convention, which is to be held a week 
from Saturday. This is why so many men 
who a month ago were violent Democrats are 
how equally violent Populist-Labor men, and 
are pretending to be in favor of trampling 
the old parties under foot and putting the 
nominees of the new party in office, including 
Scales and Sullivan. These individuals will 
be loyal Democrats again after they are 
through with their treacherous work. In 
their address to the people the leaders of the 
„ American Railway Union spoke very 
kindly of Hopkins. They may use their in- 
fluence therefore in the convention to get 
him what he wants. The Democrats also 
have a large corruption fund, which they will 
use freely to secure ‘a Labor-Populist in- 
dorsement for Scales and Sullivan. There- 
fore, if the sincere Laborites and Populists 
do not look out they may find their conven- 
tion partly run by City Hall employés mas- 


THE ALDERMEN ARE GREEDY FOR BIG 
SALARIES. 

It is stated that when the Legislature meets 
next January there will be submitted to it a 
bill amending the city charter so that the 
Aldermen may get large yearly salaries. The 
highest figure mentioned is $5,000 and the 
lowest $3,000. This would make it neces- 
sary for the taxpayers to contribute from 
$300,000 to $200,000 annually to pay the 
wages of members of the Council ‘without, 
however, getting an gquivalent therefor. 

The New York Aldermen get $2,000 a year. 
It is cheeky for the Cnicago boodlers to ask 
for more than the New York Tammany bood- 
lers get. It the Democrats should carry the 
Legislature there is reason to expect that the 
Aldermen will get what they ask for. Itisa 
Tammany Democratic principle that there 
should be as many offices. as possible and that 
large salaries should be attached to them.

| thereby. The interests of the taxpayers do 


not count. 

There is no other reason than this for pro- 
viding big salaries for the Aidermen. They. 
get now $3 for each meeting. A man’s legit- 
imate Aldermanic duties interfere but slight- 
ly if at all with any legitimate business he 
may have. It is claimed by some of the 
“cheap” Aldermen that if big salaries were 
paid better men would be sent to the Council. 
That is all bosh. The same kind of »boodlers 
and saloonkeepers who have seats in the 
Council now would work even harder. to get 
into it if they saw a certainty of receiving a 
big salary to fall back on if the boodling busi- 
ness happened to be dull. 

If there were any way in which Aldermen 
could be made to surrender the franchise- 


selling and other dishonest modes of making | 


money there would not be so much objection 
to paying them larger salaries than they get 
now. But there seems to be no way. They 
would not renounce boodling though the city 
were to pay them $10,000 a year. The pros- 
pect of getting a year’s salary out of a single 
gas ordinance for tearing up paved streets 
would be a temptation they could not resist. 
It will be found impossible to bribe these in- 
veterate boodlers tu be honest. Therefore 
the Aldermen should not be given a fat sal- 
ary. There are a great many excellent men 
who would be willing to serve in the Council 
for nething and to devote much of their time’ 
to looking after the city’s interests, but such 
men cannot get elected.

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That Alleged Newspaper Boycott. 

A half-peany morning newspaper (the Record) 
yésterday printed a whining and begging appeal 
to the public, claiming that it had been unjustly 
“frozen out of circulation by. the two cent 
morning papers. The Record declares that 
it has been “ boycotted” and that the two cent 
papers have adopted towardsit “the discarded 
and discredited methods of Mr. Debs.”’ 

We notice, however, that when those methods 
were on trial, and before they had been fully 
‘discarded and discredited,” the Record patted 
Dobson the back and encouraged him in trying 
thom on. Perhaps that paper ie only character- 
istic in throwing stones at him when he is de- 
feated and disgraced. 

The pretense of this half-way newspaper that it 
has been boycotted is untrue. It knows bet- 
ter. The application of the word to the present 
state of affairs is false and misleading and the 
Record knows it. A boycott implies an effort 
to limit, restrict, or prohibit legitimate business, 
Nobody is trying to limit, restrict, or prohibit 
the legitimate business of the Record. It is wel- 
come to all the business it can obtain in its own 
way and at its own expense. It can circulate its 
paper freely through its own channels and by its 
own carriers; but it has not the right to claim 
that it shall circulate through agencies that 
belong to other people. The Record has been the 
newspaper cuckoo of Chicago long enough. It 
should now be willing to travel on its own legs, 
It cannot expect always to ride onthe back of 
competitors and have them pay the expenses of 
getting it to the public. zIlt must pay its own 
freight and foot its own score. Its effort to get 
to the public at somebody else’s expense is not 
fair, honorable, or decent. 

The morning papers which print seven issues a 
week and are of the same size, price, and weight 
have decided that they can be handled to the 
best advantage through their own carriers. But 
they do not expect nor seek to prevent the 
Record from hiring its own carriers and getting 
to its readers at its own expense, Where, then, 
is the bcycott gabbled about? Is there any 
law or business principle which requires a man 
to promote the business of a competitor and take 
as a partner a person he doesn’t want? 

No impediment is put in the way of the Record. 
It can have all the circulation it is able to pay 
for and give away, but it has no right to ask 
journals of a different class to defray a con- 
siderable part of the cost of distributing its 
issues. : , 

The Record contradicts itself. It claims that 
it has been immensely benefited by the changed 
methods of circulation, and yet it says it has 
been boycotted by having the change made. 
Both statements cannot be true. One of them 
must be willfully and deliberately false. 

The pretended sympathy, of the Record for 
“the poor carriers is amusing to those who 
know what its own methods have been towards 
them. There never was anewspaper in Chicago so 
mercenary and offensive in its treatment of éar- 
riers and newsdealers as the Evening News, 
which is the parent concern of the Record, bath 
having the same owner. Its cruelty and tyranny 
towards allt middlemen newsdealers are well 
known to all persons interested. Besides, a 
division of the distribution business in thé morn- 
ing will give employment to more persons and a 
fair remuneration to all. It will not deprive any 
man of property rights that belong to him, It 
will not oppress or tyrannize over anybody or 
enforce any of those selfish and heartless meth- 


ods which the Evening News and the Record have 


adopted as peculiarly their own. } 

So far as the newsdealers of Chicago are con- 
cerned they are to have a large and immediate 
benefit. They will have all their papers deliv- 
ered to them in the future without extra charge 
for delivery ; they will make a greater per cent 
on each paper. They will sell all the morning 
papers. together, Record included, no matter 
what their price may bo nor what may be their 
manner of delivery. Nobody will attempt to in- 
terfere with them; but they will put in their 
pockets the exorbitant commissions formerly 
collected by certain wholesalers. 

There never was any need of these wholesalers. 
Indeed, they were the only monopolists, 
“leeches,” and boycotters in the newspaper 
business, and it is a great gain to the legitimate 
newsdealers of Chicago to have them dispensed 
with. In the future these suckers, who really 
live at the expense of the regular newsdealers, 
will be sustained by the Hvening News alone un- 
less the other evening papers by concerted effort 
succeed in breaking dowu their monopoly.

STORY OF “STRANGER’S GRAVE.” 


Its Picturesque Location on the Wabash 
River Near Peru, Ind. 

Peru, Ind., Aug. 6.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.}~-The Wabash River contains no spot 
that is so suggestive and lonesome as the one 
immediately west of this city and known as 
the ** Stranger’s Grave.“ It is romantic in the 
fact that it lies in one of the most beautiful 
spots imaginable, the river at this point mak- 
ing a large sweeping turn of majestic propor- 
tious, the banks high and abrupt, dnd that on 
one of the highest knolls away from habitation 
and far removed from any of the city’s grave- 
yards lies this lone grave, cared for and tend- 
ed only by the passer-by who may be sympa- 
thetic enough to weed away the vegetation 
and E s replace the tottering headpiece 
and lay a few flowers on the grave. It is dis- 
tinctively a grave of nature’s making. Every 
man, woman, and child within the borders 
of this city knows the spot where 
the “stranger’s grave lies and also 
the story of the poor man who lies there. 
The story is simple but interesting, as it re- 
lates to.the early times ef this State, and in 
substance is as follows: Dufing the year 
1839, or near that time, a boy nearing man’s 
estute and living in the town where Rich- 
mond, Ind., is located became restive and de, 
cided to start out for himself in an endeavor 
to better his fortunes.. Indiana, with the rest 
of the Western States, was without railways 
ut that time, and none of the magnificent sys- 
tem of pikes and roadways so plentiful at 
present. A good horse was selected, and, 
with a pair of saddlebags holding all 
his money, a trusty rifle, and other necessi- 
ties, saw ies on his way. Progress over the 
rough roads was slow, and with the frequent 
fording of creeks and rivers the journey was 
made a perilous one. After many weary days 
in the saddie the young man came in view of 
the Town of Miamisport, the first settlement in 
this county, and which was afterward merged 
into Peru, the location of which suited his 
fancy, and where he determined to locate. A 
few months of residence changed his idea, 
however, and with them came the old story 
of the prodigal son, who determined to arise 
and return to his father. So strong was 
che longing that. notwithstanding the 
fact of the terrible and tedious ride which 
was before him, nothing would deter him 
from returning at once. Friends endeavored 
to dissuade him from starting that day, point- 
ing out the fact that the river, from the spring 
rains, was then more than bank full. Noth- 
ing would stop him. The rest of the story is 
soon told. The attempt to cross the river was 
foolhardy to any one valui his life and 
would not have been attempted by the bravest 
of the men upon the bank. The pall of bome- 
sickness was, however, too strong within the 
youth to deter him from the attempt. It end- 
ed as the people said it would, and a few days 
later the body of the young man was found 
among the brushwood and buried where he 


now lies. 


A Stone Barometer. 

Mention is made of a remarkable geological 
substance found in Finland, a stone which fore- 
tells by a change in color the probable character 
of the weather in the near future, being, in fact, 
a natural barometer, and known by the 
name of semakuir.

Reorganization “Committee Sends It to 


President Reinhart So That His Answer 
Can Be. Made Public at the Same Time 


It Is Believed He Will Resign but 


Hold the Receivership<—Possible Change 

in Plane for Reorganization—General 
New York News. 

New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.]|—The report 

of Expert Little on the affairs of the Atchison, 

Topeka and Sunta Fé railway company under 


| President Reinhart’s management was not 


made public today for the reason that the ro- 
organization committee, of which Col. R. 
Somers Hayes is Chairman, desired to give 
Mr. Reinhart every possible advantage in 
the matter of his reply. It vas con- 
sidered that it might be deemed an 
unfair step to publish the expert’s 
presentment ofthe alleged irregularities in 
the company’s management before the Presi- 
dent was afforded the opportunity to know 
positively just how severe that presentment 
might be and into what specification it had 
gone, that he might in turn give in his reply 
and thus let the two sides of the question meet 
the scrutiny of the financial worid at the same 
time. 

The adjourned meeting was held at No. 32 
Nassau street, beginning at 2 o’clock. There 
were present Chairman R. 8. Hayes. G. G. 
Haven, William Mertens, E. Scudder, rep. 
resenting Edward N. Gibbs; William Rotch, 
B. Rodman Weld, Robert Fleming, repre- 
senting the London committee; and Mr. 
Luden of the Amsterdam committee; 
also Messrs. C. C. Beaman, and John 
R. Dos Passos, a member of the 
committee’s firm of counselors. . . 


Olcott, Adrian Iselin Jr., and Gen. Louis 


Fitzgerald were absent. The meeting ad- 
journed at 3:05. The secretary, Mr. Kobbe, 
said a copy of the Little report had been sent 
to Mr. Reinhart, and he further stated:

Believe He Will Resign. 


People interested in Atchison gave greater 
credence today to the report that President 
Reinhart contemplated resigning. It was be- 
heved that he would not reaign under fire, but 
would wait until he fully explained his posi- 
tion. His health has not been good of late, 
and his friends acknowledge that he ‘is 
worn out. It was said today that Mr. 
Reinhart had even gone so far as 
to consider the terms in which he would ex- 
press his resignation. Opinion was dividea 
asto whether Mr. Reinhart would satisfact- 
orily explain the overstatement of earnings 
between 67. 200,000 and $7,400,000. The 
Protective committee believes he will not, 


but many leading houses today expressed the 


opinion that the condition of Atchison affairs 
would not be as dark as painted by Mr. Lit- 
tle. . 
Among bankers and brokers the main ques- 
tion was whether g change in the reorganiza- 
tion plan would 2 found necessary in view 
of recent disclosures.

Reinhart and McCook, receivers, on the 
alleged ground that - they are irresponsible 
and unfit to hold the position or to manage 
the business of the great road. 

President King made a brief reply to Chair- 
man Meyers acknowledging the receipt of the 
his afternoon both letters were type- 
written and given out for publication. As 
soor as this came to the knowledge of Col. 
McCook he informed all newspapers and news 
agencies that the letter was libelous and that 
if publishea the publishers or parties causing 
its publication would be held responsible 
in court. A member of the Meyers 
committee stated this afternoon that 
that committee intended to force Reinhart 
out of the Presidency and the recsivership. 
It was also reported this afternoon that Presi- 
dent Male of the Atlantic Trust company, 
who is a member of the Protective or Meyers 
committee. has stated that he did not approve 
of the letter sent to President King in refer- 
ence to the removal of the receivers. Mr. 
Male said: 

was not present at the meeting and knew 
nothing of the letter. I had not seen it, but 
I have not expressed any intention of with- 
drawing from the Meyers committee, as has 
been reported. Had I known of the meeting 
and the letter I do not think I would have ap- 
proved of it at this time. 

Reinhart Can Still Be Receiver. 


It is clearly understood that even should 
President Reinhart resign the Presidency of 
the Atchison system it would rut in the 
least affect his future status as  receiv- 
er, a far more important position now 
than the Presidency. The action of the 
Reorganization committee could affect his 
position as the chief officer of the company, 


but it sould not touch him as the receiver. | 


Therefore it is believed that he may lay down 
his Presidency with his reply to the commit- 
tee’s charge as expressed in the forthcoming 
report, anticipatory of the directors, but it 
will necessitate legal procedure to divest him 
of his powers as receiver, and this must come 
through the bondholders’ protest and the es- 
— of allegations against his fitness 
for so responsible a position. 

Mr. Thomas Baring of the London house 
of Baring Bros. has said nothing since he has 
been here. This is perhaps easily understood, 
us he and his interests have been friendly to 
Mr. Reinhart, and are largely responsible for 
his incumbency of the Presidential chair. 
Mr. Baring, it is said, feels keenly the reflec- 
tion madg by the investigation of the Reor- 
ganization committee, that the directors are 
in a measure responsible for any mismanage- 
—— and the misleading accounts of the 
road.

POLES AT MILWAUKEE EXCITED By 
SMALLPOX REGULATIONS, - 


Threaten the Officials When They Attempt 
to Remove a Child, and Bloodshed Is 
Only Averted by the Timely Arrival of 
Aid — Meeting of Keeley Graduates at 
Manmouth, III.- Arrangements for Rat- 
tle Flag Day at Des Moines, Ia. - Farmer 
Murdered by His Wife. 

Miuwavxer, Wis., Aug. 8.—([Special. |— 
The troubles over smalipox continues on the 
South Side and a riot ana bloodshed were only 
averted today by the timely arrival of Alder- 
man 171 at the isolation hospital, where 
a large crowd of angry Poles had gathered 
and were abouu to attack the health officers. 
The trouble today was due to an attempt to 
remove a child of Ferdinand J. Butler of No. 
736 Muskego avenue to the isolation hospi- 
tal. When the health authorities came to the 
house they found it surrounded by a mob of 
fully 2,000 people who were determined the 
child should not be taken away. A squad of 
twelve policemen was sent to the scene and 
they were soon reinforced by others. The 
health officers succeeded in getting the yellow 
wagon in front of the house and finally 
pushed their way through the crowd to the 
door of the house and broke down the door. 

This infusiated the mob and it was just 
about to attack the officers when Mr. Butler 
appeared in the doorway carrying his sick 
child. He told the mob it was his desire that 
the child should be taken to the hospital. He 
brought the child out and placed it in the 
wagon. The wagon, surrounded by a guard 
of policemen, wasdriven to the hospital, a 
few blocks distant. As soon as it left the 
residence of Mr. Butler the mob which fol- 
lowed the wagon became furious again and 
threatened to demolish the wagon and anni- 
hilate the officers. At the isolation hospital 
gate the wagon was stopped. The mob 
crowded round and for an hour and a half by 
force of numbers kept the officers from bring- 
ing the child into the hospital. The mob was 
excited and one man madea speech advocat- 
ing the burning of the hospital. 

At this juncture Ald. Rudolph appeared and 
addressed the crowd, urging the men to 
be peaceful. After this speech the crowd dis- 
persed, but a muss- meeting was called for, and 
more trouble is expected. William Punk, one 
of the men who was in the. riot and threat- 
ened to tip over the hospital wagon, was ar- 
rested this afternoon. 

There wasa conference between the city 
officials and the State Board of Health in re- 
gard to the situation in this city today. Chief 
Janssen said concerning the conference that 
no decisive plan of action had been formulat- 
ed so far as his department was concerned. It 
was simply understood that the pulice would 
aid the Health Commissioner in his endeavors 
to enforce the law.

BATTLE-FLAG DAY AT DES MOINES, IA. 


To Be Deposited Together for Safe-Keep- 
ing in the State-House Friday. 

Des Mornezs, Ia., Aug. 8.— [Special Cor- 

respondence. |—Friday, Aug. 10, will be an 
important day to the veterans who served in 
Iowa companies. On that day the battle- 
flags carried by Iowa regiments will be car- 
ried to the State-House and deposited there. 
For years these flags have been in the posses- 
sion of the regiments, in some cases in the 
care of individuals, and others have been pro- 
miscuously hung a in an old down-town 
building a Des Moines called the arsenal.

The whole 
dome is one mass of Stars and Stripes ar- 
tistically arranged. Preparations are in 
progress here to entertain the thousands who 
will come.

THEY WATER AND COLOR THE MILK 


Milkmen Who Improve on the Old Chalk 
Adulteration Plan. | 

The fact that every few days a batch of 
miikmen is fined prompted this inquiry at 
the Health Department yestefday: ‘ What 
is the Health Department doing in the way of 
milk inspection?“ 

In answer the official made an odd statement 
the first thing. Chalk and water asasubsti- 
tute for milk is a thing of the past, said he. 
“The fact that chalk and water are not sold 
to the unsuspectmg consumer for milk is not 
due to the conscientious scruples on the part 
of the milkman, but because chalk and water 
won't stay mixed. Unless it is kept in a state 
of constant agitation the chalk will settle.“ 

he official chemist of Chicago, who ana- 
lyzes the milk gathered by the inspectors, is 

r. Cass L. Kennicatt. During the last two 
years he has analyzed between 25,000 
and 30,000 samples of milk gathered 
from the vast army of milk 
that tear madly through 
about daybreak every morning. In dis. 
cussing the methods of adulteration with 
a reporter of Tue Trisung yesterday he 
said: Of course I don’t want you to un- 
derst that the venders do not adulterate 
their milk, for they do. They use large quan- 
tities of water some times and then put in 
coloring matter to make it look yellow and 
rich like cream. But the chalk and water 
theory is a fallacy.’’ 

Four men, he said, were employed by the 
city to go about collect samples of milk 
from the wagons and milk depots. ‘On an 
average 1.200 to 1,500 samples are ana'yzed 
every month.“ he said, we test the milk to 
find if it contains the proper amount of but- 
ter fat. Then we look for water, minerals, or 
other adulterations, coloring matter, and pre- 
servatives. : 

The principal method of adulteration is to 
skim the cream off the milk and then color it. 
Three times I found starch in milk. Chem- 
icals to prevent the milk from souring are 


often used. They are all injurious to the 


health, because it they are strong enough to 
revent fermentation they will certainly in- 
jure the stomach and organs of the body. The 
preservatives are especially inj irious to 
babies. ' 

*The milk men are not always the guilty 

rsons in the matter of adulteration. It often 

ppens that the dairy farmers water the milk 
and color it before shipping it to the. city. 
This often causes innocent milk men to suffer. 
But we cannot allow watered and adulterated 
milk to be sold simply because the farmer has 
cheated the retail man. Every day the health 
officers send us a list of the families in which 
contagious diseases exist and if wefind a milk- 
man in the list we see to it that the milk is 
destroyed. 

In addition to analyzing milk Dr. Kenni- 
cott said five samples of lake water gathered 
from different parts of the city have been 
subjected toa sanitary analysis every week. 
The department began to do this last reh. 

We make tests to find the total amount of 
solids, loss on ignition, free ammonia, albu- 
minoid ammunia, nitrates, nitrites, oxygen 
consumed, und the number of bacteria per 
cubic centimeter. In this way we find if the 
water has been contamina by sewage or 
other disease-breeding and poisonous matter. 
The water is classified as pure, usable, and 
suspicions or impure and unfit for drinking. 
At no time since last March have we found 
the water impure. The last test we made it 
was usable.”’

RELAY RACERS ARE NOW IN ILLINOIS, 


Gain Time and Then Lose While Crossing 
the State of Indiana. 

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug.8.—[Specia!.]1—The 
relay bicycle riders carrying a message from 
Washington to Denver crossed the State of 
Indiana like a streak of light today and de- 
livered the package into the hands of the IIli- 
nois wheelmen at State Line at 10 o’elock 
tonight, seventeen hours ahead of time. The 
Ohio riders, covered with dust, startled Rich.

At this 
point Tom Rowe and Frank Clemens, two of 
the hardest road riders in the State, were in 
readiness to meet Bonfield.

“st | DODD'S TRICK RIDERS 


THIRD CAVALRY MEN IN AN EXHIBI- 
TION DRILL AT THE FORT. 


Their Captain While at a Lonesome Post 
in Texas Taught Them Some Fancy 
Work That Captivated the War De- 
partment, and in Consequence of the 
Presence of a Host of Visitors at Fort 
Sheridan the Men and Their Horses Are 
Pat Through Their Paces. 

Something more than 2,000 people watched 
Capt. Dodd’s troopers of the Third Cavalry 
cut circus capers on the Fort Sheridan parade 
ground yesterday. Capt. Dodd’s troop is 
considered the star cavalry troop of the army 


| when it comes to performing feats that are 


not down in the tacties and that could not pos- 
sibly be put there. Guard mount took 
place at 9:30, and this duty of the day 
was done with extra polish, but 
that was the only parade of the 
day, for Gen, Miles had issued no orders for 
a review. There was plenty of consolation, 
though. Col, Crofton had the post band play 
a morning concert and at 10 o'clock Capt. 
Dodd brought forth his troopers. A good many 
years ago Capt. Dodd was commandant of a 
little one-company post in Texes. He and 
his men had little to do, so they took to drill 
ing.. They soon exhausted the regular tactics 
and Capt, Dodd set about teaching them a 
few extra tricks. He soon had his troop in a 
condition to do things that would make an 
— rough riaer ashamed of himself. 

hen he exhibited his teachings the army au- 


| thorities were so pleased that they ordered that 


all cuvalry troops should be schooled in some- 
what the same fashion. The idea was that 
the more the horses and men knew about each 
other the better it would be for all hands. 
Yesterday Dodd took his men into the 


> parade ground, looking exceedingly wild and 


woolly in their scouting outfit, which they 
have worn ever since they were rushed on 


here from Fort Riley. There was not a proper 


pair of white gloves in the troop, hora decent 
hat—the men were out for business. First 
they did a few criss-cross and snaking evolu- 
tions after the fashion of the British cavalry’s 
„musical ride. Then at the bugle call each 
troop horse began to gyrate slowly ina circle, 
tinally flopping on his side, the trooper top- 
pling off as the horse fell and lying under 
cover ol his body. Next the troopers played 
Cossack: crogsed their stirrups over the 
horses’ backs, stood up in them, and careered 
about the rade ground at a gallop. To 
show that this was not hard. they loosed girths, 
so that the saddles lay loosely on the horses’ 
backs and repeated the Cossack performance, 
firing their six-shooters as they ran, The 
troopers cinched up and were put at the 
hurdles in double file and by sets of fours. 
The heavy troop horses took the leap like 
hunters; after which the men went over the 
leap again, standing up in their crossed stir- 


rups. 

Capt. Dodd then concluded he could get 
along just as well without saddles, so he or- 
dered them off. The men were put at the 
hurdies bare-backed; then they put on an- 
other wrinkle, As each horse approached the 
hurdle his rider slid off, ran along- 
side him, made the leap, and then vaulted on 
the horse at full run. The beasts were all 
lined up in open order and the men used 
them as the German Turners use the 
wooden vauiting horses in their gymnasiums. 
The men dropped their hats and picked them 
up from horseback; they dismounted and re- 
mounted their unsaddied steeds ata gallop; 
they picked one another off the running 
horses Indian fashion, and they stood up on 
their horses in their heavy service shoes and 
ran full tilt. One trooper rode tw» horses at 
once. Some of the men turned somersaults 
over four horses held side by side. Another, 
when the troop was mounted and standing in 
line, ran from one end of it to the other over 
the horses’ backs, like a boy skipping over 
stepping stones. 

hey wound up by half the troop lying be- 
bind their horses in open order and the other 
haif charging back and forth among the pros- 
trate horses. The officers of the garrison and 
the visiting troop, as well as the civilian spec- 
tators, were full of admiration for the won- 
derful work of Dodd’s troop.

JUDGE SOALES SOATIERS MONEY. 


Farcical Nature of the Special Assessment 
Bureau and Its Workings. 

Judge Scales of the County Court, says the 
Evening Journal, has within the last three and 
ahalf years used $44,322 of the p2ople’s 
money for distribution among personal favor- 
ites who will lend him a hand at the proper 
time. He has not stolen the money out and 
out, but only disposed of it among his friends 
under one of those extremely liberal interpre- 
tations of the statutes which characterize the 
Tammany ring in Chicago when it gets into a 
* hole.“ : : 

When an ordinance has been passed for a 
public improvement, which is to*be paid for 
by specially assessing the froperty-owners 
affected, the law requires the Coun- 
ty Judge to appoint three competent 
persons as Commissionets to “‘examine the 
locality where the improvement is proposed to 
be made, and the lots, blocks. tracts, and par- 
cele of land that will be specially benefited 
tnereby, and to estimate what proportion of 
the total cost of such improvement will be of 
benefit to the property to be benefited and ap- 
portion the same between the city or village 
so that each shall bear its relative equitabie 
proportion. 

But these Commissioners, though paid 82 a 
day for doing this work, never pretend to do 
it. To relieve them of the irksome labor the 
„ Special Assessment Department has been 
organized and conveniently located across the 
cotridor from the County Court room. The 
clerks of this department do, or pretend to do, 
ali the work which the statute assigns to the 
Commissioners and for which the Commis- 
sioners are paid $2 a day, leaving nothing 
for the Commissioners todo but to sign the 

y-roll, draw their pay, and swear to a lie. 
The oath they take is as foliows: 

We, the undersigned Commissioners, appointed 
by the County ard of Cook County to assess 
the cost of (here the improvement is named). do 
solemnly swear that we will a‘true and impartial 
assessment make of the cost of said improvement 
upon the City of Chicage and the property bene- 
fited by such improvement. to the best of our 
ability and according to law. 

The truth is, however, the Special Assess- 
ment Department does not perform the re- 
quired work either. Instead of going to ex- 
amine the locality where the improvement is 
proposed to be made, and the lots, blocks, 
tracts, and parcels of land that will be bene- 
fited thereby, these clerks simply spread out 
before them a map of the locality and appor- 
tion the taxes accord to every man’s front- 
age. This eaves a world of trouble, even if it 
works a world of injustice. The only excuse 
for the outrage is the impossibility of three 
Commissioners performing their statutory 
duties.

| FOR THE GLASS HOUSE 


PLANS ARE SUBMITTED To THE 
SOUTH PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


The Architects Recommend That the Coat- 
ly Conservatory Be Piaced Near the 
Field Columbian Museum in Jack<«on 
Instead of Washington Park, as Orig¢i- 
nally Proposed=One Heating Plant for 
Both Buildings<Help for the Piace of 
Curios- Other Municipal News, 


Plans for a conservatory for Washington or 
Jackson Park, submitted to the South Park 
Board yesterday by Architects D. H. Burnham 
and C. B. Atwood, will be considered at a spe 
cial meeting Saturday at 2:30 p. m. The 
plans provide for a s:ructure to cost 8135. 
000, with dimensions of 450x250 feet. A 
striking feature of the buiiding will be its 
central dome, which will have a diameter of 
sixty feet. A communication from Burnham 
& Co. advocating a change in the building’s 
proposed site from Washington Park 
to Jackson Park accompanied the plans. 
They recommend that the conservatory be 
erected at the extreme north end of Jackson 
Park, immediately opposite the Field Colum- 
bian Museum. In connection with this sug- 
gestion came another providing for the 
building of a joint ueating plant which will 
serve to heat both the Field Columbian Mu- 
seum and the conservatory. The economy of 
the proposition was apparent to the Park 
Commissioners and seemed to meet their ap- 
proval so far as the heating apparatus. was 
concerned, 

President Ayer of the Field Columbian 
Museum directory brought up the question 
regarding the annuity to be furnished by the 
board toward the support of the institution 
he represents. He was anxious to secure an 
appropriation of $25,000, but ail the South 
Park rd would offer was $12,000. It is 
thought, however, the museum people will be 
satistied witha much smaller appropriation 
than was proposed by the President, and it is 
not at all likely that the museum and park 
Commissioners can come to terms ent rely 
satisfactory to both parties. There was some 
talk unofficially of a settlement of $15,000 
by the board, President Ayer in all events 
left the Commissioners’ board-room with his 
face wreathed in smiles. He would not say 
what proposition had been submitted to him.

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FIRE DESTROYS STEAMER ROANOKE. 


Lamp Explosion Causes the Rlase- Crew 
of Eighteen Rescued. 

Wasusvurn, Wis., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—The 
wooden steamer Roanoke of the Washburn 
and Port Huron line burned with 5,000 bar- 
rels of salt last night, about fifty miles down 
the lake from this port. The crew of eighteen 
men fought the flames for half an hour, but 
were at last driven to the lifeboats. They 
drifted around on the lake for several hours, 
but were finally picked up by the steamer 
George Spencer and landed at Washburn to- 
day. The Roanoke loaded its cargo of salt at 
Port Huron the middle of last week. It was 
commanded by Capt. J. W. Martin. The fire 
was caused by the explosion of a lamp in 
the engine-room. In an instant the flames 
caught the oil and the engine-room was 
ablaze. Thealarm was given and the entire 
crew hurried on deck to fight for their lives 
and for the steamer. In spite of their efforts 
the blaze ate its way forward. The big wooden 
arches were made a pathway for the fire, 
which consumed the deck-houses like paper. 
After a half-hour’s hard fighting it became 


dangerous for the men to remain on board 


longer. The life-boats had been taken out of 
the reach of the fire. These were launched and 
the men hurried on board, saving only the 
clothes they had on their backs. They rowed 
a short distance from the burning bulk, 
which was slowly drifting along, and 
watched the flames consume everything until 
the water-line was reached. Then tha old 
steamer gave a shake and sank, leaving the 
lake covered with charred wood, The crew 
of the lost boat drifted arotind the lake all 
night, and early this morning were seen by 
the Captain of the steamer George Spencer, 
who picked them up and brought them here. 

The Roanoke was built in Cleveland in 
1867. It belonged to the type of construc- 
tion of that time, and had enormous wooden 
arches to strengthen the hull. It was rebuilt 
in 1890, and was owned by William F. Botts- 
ford, Charles D. Thompson, and others of 
Port Huron. It measured 957 tons, was 
rated A2. and valued at 650.000 by Inland 
Lloyds vessel register. The steamer was in 
sured for $44,C O, of which $13,000 was 
taken by C. A. Macdonald & Co, of Chicago. 
The rest was distributed between Port Huron 
and Buffalo agencies. 


DID NOT WANT ANY ONE NOTIFIED. 


Man Registering as W. L. Webb, Lemont, 
III., Commits Suicide at Birmingham.

“Many to Be Taken from the Repair 
Shops, Where the Force Is Greater 
than Needed fer the Work—Eleven 
Hundred Men at Work at Pullman, 
More than Were on the Pay Roll Last 
November. 


When the last whistle blows at the Pullman 
works at 6:30 o’clock this morning steam 
will be let into the big Corliss engine. Its 
pistons will move for the first time since May 
11. The Pullman Palace Car company will 
at that instant resume work in all its 
departments except the two devoted to the 
building of freight cars and street cars. 
Probably 1,400 men will be at work. 

This is about the end of the big Pullman 
strike, 

Yesterday there were between 1,050 and 
1,100 men at work in the repair department 
of the shops, this number having been grow- 
ing during the last weex. There is not and 
has not been any need for the half 
of these men in the repair shops, but the com- 
pany has been keeping them there, saving 
them up against the time of the full opening 
now set for this morning. A great many of 
the loyal employés of the company who have 
been employed as watchmen during the strike 
are also on hand, and there will be a 
great swarm of applicants at the gates 
when the working day begins. These 
applicants have been coming in at the rate of 
100 to 150 a day of late, and such of them as 
were tonight available have been told to ap- 
pear this morning and report for work. It is 
not probable, however, that more than 200 
of these men will be hired today, for the com- 
pany has on hand already about as many men 
as it needs for the present. 

Wo can get all the men we want and more 
too,” said Manager Middleton last night. 
We have been turning men away right 


particular precautions as to guards have 
been taken for the opening day, and the Pull- 
man*officials do not seem to be afraid of any 
trouble, though that is a subject they will not 
discuss, The usual heavy force of police will 
be on hand from Kensington to squelch any- 
thing like disorder. 

Yesterday the strikers about Pullman were 
quite entirely. lamb-like, but their outposts at 
safe distance from the town committed two 
very ugly assaults on workers returning home. 
During the day the strikers were allowed 
more liberty than has been usual. A big 

roup of them lay wallowing on the smooth 
awn south of the Hotel Florence late in the 
afternoon and the police did not molest them. 

Jam testing them,“ said Lieut. Bassett, 
„to see how well they behave. I do not think 
they will make any trouble.“ 

They didn’t—at least not here. 

The 6 o'clock whistle blew, the workers 
came trooping out of the shops, each man 
with his dinner pail, and they scattered to 
their homes, some in the village. 
some in Roseland, and some in Ken. 
sington. It vas quite a pretty 
a peaceful industrial scene. The loitering 
strikers watched it quietly, making contemp- 
tuous gestures covertly while the police were 
not looking. 

But outside the village they were ugly, as 
usual, Two of thenew workmen, John Ereis 
and his son Edward, were going to their home 
at State street and One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth place. John Bioomquist of Roseland, 
an ex- employé of the shops, and John Ryberg, 
a plasterer, were laying for just such peo- 

le. They met Ereis and his son on One 

undred and Fifteenth street and beat both 
of them outrageously. The two unfortu- 
nates were knocked down, kicked in the 
face, and pounded till they were insensible. 
Officers Byrnes and Ryder came up just as 
the two thugs were finishing their work and 
captured both of them. They were locked 
up at the Kensington Station. The two in- 
jured men were taken home and 
physicians who were summoned to 
attend them said that their injuries 
were very serious and might be dangerous. 
Early in the evening a committee of strikers 
appeared at the Kensington station and offered 
bail for Bloomquist and Ryberg, the assail- 
ants. Lieut. Bassett, however, refused to re- 
lease them on bail until he had received a 
physician’s certificate as to the extent of their 
two victims’ injuries. 

About the time this was happening a little 
boy and a girl going home from work were 
set upon in the village of Pullman, at One 
Hundred and Twelfth and Fulton streets, bya 
mob. This moo was led by a woman who 
had a horde of tough boys at her heels, 
and who was backed up also by 
three or four hulking men. They ali seemed 
to be lyingsin wait for the two child:en. 
Here they come!“ was the cry when the 
youngsters appeared, and the next minute the 
air was full of stones and sticks and lumps 
of coal. There were no police in 
sight, and the two little ones 
had to run for it. They escaped without in- 
jury. This pleasant incident was witnessed 
from a window in the Hotel Florence by an 


officer of the company. He has a description 


of the leader of the mob and will set the po- 
lice after her. 

Most of the strikers who have not already 
gone back to work are preparing to join ina 
general stampede out of liman, Some of 
the strikers say they have found work in 
Hegewisch, others are going to Madison, Wis., 
and a great many more will move up-town 
and get what work they can. An officer of 
the company is authority for the statement 
that almost half the men now working in the 
shops are repentant strikers. Those who are 
still out are in a very ugty mood. They held 
an open air meeting on the lake-front at One 
Hundred and Sixteenth street last night and 
made some wild speeches.

Amusing Complications in Hawallan Offi- 
cial Circles. ; 

New York World: A basket of eggs may 
cause war between the brand-new and barely- 
christened Republic of Hawaii and Great 
Britain. The news of this internati com- 
plication has just reached this country. The 
English Minister. Maj. James Wodehouse, 


thinks a monarchy the only fit government. 


and the English the only reai nation on earth. 
One of his sons married into the Hawaiian 
royal family, and, consequently, since the 
overthrow of the Queen, Maj. Wodehouse 
has not been happy. 

Maj. Wodehouse has made no secret of his 
sympathy for the ex-Queen, and the brand- 
new Republicans of Hawaii have been taking 
great pleasure in saying nasty little things 
about him. A8 Maj. Wodehouse has no sense 
of humor, and, moreover, is the kinsmac of 
an Earl, by jove, sah! these things have been 
very aggravating to his British temper. 
cently his sympathy for the ex-Queen took 
the very substantial form of a gift, with his 
best compliments, of a basket of nice, fresh- 
laid eggs. 

The whole story of that basket of came 
to the knowledge of H. N. Castle, editor 
of the Pacific Commercial Advertiser, a lively 
daily newspaper published at Honolulu. He 
wrote an editorial upon the situation. He said 
the true cause of discord in Hawaii was the 
British Minister Wodehouse, who practised 
the arts of a Talleyrand or a Metternich. 
The United States ships of war 
Philadeiphia and Adams had deen 
sent there to watch this subtle — and to 
see that the islands were not gobbled up by 
the British some bright morning. The begt 
proof of the British Minister;s subtlety was 
the discovery that June 18 he had willfully 
and knowingly sent the ex-Queen a — bas- 
ket of fresh-laid eggs, thereby somforting 
and strengthening and building 
up the opposition the established 
goverment and to law and or- 
der. This the best legal minds in Honolulu 
undoubtedly would pronounce a seditious 
proceeding. It looked like the ineubation 
and hatching of a conspiracy, and the first 
step to fulfilla contract on the part of the 
British Government to restore the Queen. 
The editorial further declared that the vast 
power of the British navy was to guard 
against thestealing of the Major’s chickens 
by the depraved members of Mr. Dole’s Cabi- 


net. 

Minister Wodehouse read the editorial with 
wrath in his soul. He decided to demand an 
apology. He prepared a letter to M. F. 
Hatch, the Hawaiian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, in which he set forth in detail the insult 
that had been offered to Great Britain by a 
cheap five-cent newspaper. He demanded 
that the power of the Hawaiian Government 
should be exerted and the editor be com- 
pelled to publish an humble, nay a grovel- 
ling apology. Only on those conditions would 
his wrath be appeased. 

Mr. Hatch is an amiable gentleman, who 
hails from New Hampshire. e did not wish 
to involve the young and tender republic in 
any complications. At last he wrote a letter 
to Mr. Castle, in which he tried to balance 
himself nicely on the fence. He admitted 
virtually that the sending of the eggs was 
wrong. and was in direct defiance of the 
Hawaiian Government, but at the same time 
it was the duty of the government to protect 
the Ministers accredited to it. The tone of 
the ecitorial exposed Maj. Wodehouse to ridi- 
cule. Then Mr. Hatch, as mildly as he could, 
asked Editor Castle to apologize. 

But Editor Castle was not yet impressed 
with the majesty of the British lion, so he 
wrote another editorial in which the eubject 
of fresh eggs and the British Minister were 
closely connected. When this appeared Mr. 
Hatch fled from the field in dismay. Mean- 
while Minister Wodehouse’s wrath is growing 
in volume and fire, and it is said that he has 
written home to his government insisting 
that it demand satisfaction of Hawaii. 

The eggs have been eaten long ago, but 
everybody in Honolulu is breathing hard, so 
the latest news is, and awaiting the ultimatum 
of Great Britain. 


WISCONSIN MILITIA DRILLS, 


Instruction for Bad Marksmen<All Branch- 
es of Service Out. 

Wisconsin MiLrranr Reservation, Camp 
DoudLas, Wis., Aug. 8.— [Special. — From 
reveille to retreat the soldiers in camp today 
were dusily employed in perfecting theinselves 
in the duties connected with military work. 
Early this morning Capt. Birkhauser, I. S. A. 
P., Fourth Infantry, issued orders that those 
men who were disqualifled in the 200 yards 
fixed distance shooting yesterday be taken 
back to 100 yards and placed under 
the instruction of the distinguished 
marksmen in the regiment. The disci- 
pline of the camp is exceptionally good. 
The men of the infantry not otherwise de- 
tailed were taken out for battalion drill this 
morni under the command of Col. Bleul 
and Majs. Zwietsch and Slupecki. Each of 
the officers commanded in turn, and Capt. 
Hobart supervised the movements. The bat- 
tery was out on the range under Capt. Ellis 
and trained their guns on an object construct- 
ed of empty barrels in the shape of a pyra- 
mid, and fired seventeen shots, making sev- 
eral hits, considered a fair result, 

Gov. Peck, who was cut on the field in the 
forenoon, expressed himself as well satisfied. 
Troop A, First Cavalry, under Capt. Salesman, 
went through with their daily routine of work 
and the Captain is — gee with the progress 
that is being made by his men. On account 
of the intense heat no drill or shooting was 
done by the infantry this afternoon. Maj. 
Bradley, the medical officer, advised the offi. 
cers not to take out their men.

DOES IT MEAN MUSOLE WORSHIP? 


Line Drawn Between Head Work and 
Hand WarkeSympathetic Strikes. 
Charles Eugene Banks in the Davenport 
Democrat: Herodotus of Pontus relates that 
Hercules used to rejoice when a vulture ap- 
peared to him as he was going upon any great 
action. This,“ adds Plutarch, was be- 
cause the vulture is a creature the least mis- 
chievous of any, pernicious neither to corn, 
plants, nor cattle. It only feeds upon d 
carcasses; but neither kills nor preys upon 
anything that has life. As for birds, it does 
not touch them even when dead, because they 
are of its own nature. 
With all our modern culture and refine- 
ment it is to be regretted that we have not 
more of the rugged spirit of humanity exem- 


plified in this fable of the ancients. Has the | 


vulture become the synonym of contempt be- 
cause the philosophy of the times teaches 
that those of our nature are our legiti- 
mate prey? Have we come to look on 
eagies, owls, and hawks that tear and kill 
their own kind as the legitimate representa- 
tives of modern virtue? Looking over the 
records of the States duri the last three 
months one would be inclined to think so. A 
warfare of starvation has been carried on in 
all those portions of the country where 
production of minerals or the manu- 
facture of merchandise has gathered 
a considerable number of people to- 
gether. The men who inaugurated. this 
movement against the distribution of sup- 
plies justify their action by the declaration 
that their followers—self-styled the labor 
elemeat—have suffered for years by a like 
withholding from them by their employers 
of a just return for toil, which properly rec- 
ompensed would enable them to live in com- 
fort if not in luxury. : 
Let us look first at the trades or callings 
seem ga by the present labor agitators. 
Miners, railroad firemen, switchmen, and 
brakemen form the nucleus of the army led by 
their self-appointed Gen. Debs. To these 
are added unions of every deseription from 
teamsters down to bartenders. In the 
long published lists of organizations which 
contemplated going ona strike for the pur- 
po of starving the remainder of humansty 
nto sympathy with them, there was no labor 
represented other than muscle labor. No 
— artificer, no clever accountant, 
no task in which study, practice, skill, 
is required was represented in any of 
the so-called labor unions” that pro- 
claimed their superior right ‘to set the 
standard of wages and then enforce idleness 
for themselves and their fellows while more 
intelligent workers labored to feed them. 
plan was evidently this: workers with tine 
tools on costly substances—wourkers who were 
required not only to bring to their tasks 
trained fingers and clear eyes but educated 
brains and patience, energy, and care 
should continue to work and contribute of 
their earnings to those self-same idiers. 

Have we come to bea nation of muscle wor- 
shipers? Is coal-heaving and wood-sawing 
the cnly labor worthy of respect? 
emulate the action of the steamboat “ rousta- 


bout rather than that of the weaver of laces” 


or the writer of history? God forbid! The task 
which requires the least preparation for its exe- 
cution has always been the poorest paid. The 
farmer cannot hope to succeed in his calling 
without systematic training. merchant 
must serve a number of years as errand boy. 
underclerk, bookkeeper, buyer and seller of 
the goods of others before he can hope to 
successfully open an establishment of His 
own. But against these and similar voca- 
tions the muscle laborer has set the dic 
tum, Im thize with us, contribute 
or starve.’ ere might be some show of 
justice in this if it were proved that the muscle 
laborer had a monopoly in his field of work. 
But, on the contrary, the late railroad strike 
demonstrated the general manager’s ability 
to run an engine, the -bookkeeper’s willing. 
ness and strength to fire it, and the porter s 
intelligence to handle a switch for its passage. 
And all these without an hour’s preparation. 

Suppose the men employed in the offices, the 
professions, and the arts were to sit down, 
fold their hands, and say to the muscle. work. 
ers: Get along without us. We are tired of 
working for your benefit,” 
would. the members of boasted 
labor unions exist? Just so long as 
could riot on the savings of these more sk 
ful toilers, and no longer. It is time labor 
should be respected for what it accomplishes 
and not for its name alone. No man has a 
more enduring sympathy for the toilers of the 
world than have the writers and thinkers of 
modern times. But because these men 
have a — vision a —.— a wide 
because they recognize right to respect — 
all labor that is productive, . muscle work. 
er cries out against them and turns to applaud 
the few who utter vicious thoughts, who coun. 
sel anarchy and chaos. 

Let us be fair, O fellow. workmen. There 
are many vineyards and the fruit of each re. 
quires different hancling. Out of the lower, 

heavier, we may advance to the higher, 
the lighter Jabor. t strikes will not to 
do it. Better wages we all desire, but bet.
